Australia,  July  5  (VP)  —  C.  James 
Melrose,  noted  young  Australian  flyer,  died  today 
when  his  plane  crashed.    Details  were  not  immedi- 
ately available. 


Melrose  was  a  prize  winner  in  the  London-Melbourne

Bound  *or  San  Francisco  In  Dt-(  was  beached  at  Port  Townsend  on 
cember,  1866,  the  United  States  ship

The  intended  acreage  of  wheat  on 
the  Prairies  was  reported  originally 
at  more  than  24,000.000.  about  1,000,- 
000  greater  than  last  year,  but  the! 
reports  were  said  later  to  have  been 
■  little  too  high. 

From  the  start  of  the  crop  year 
last  August  1  until  June  26  Canada 
exported  more  than  195.000,000 
bushels  of  wheat,  an  increase  over 
the  figure  for  the  corresponding  pe- 
riod of  the  previous  year  of  more 
than  60.000.000.  Overseas  buyc^ 
took  almost  152.000.000  of  the  total,  i 
about  42.000.000  more  than  they  did 
the  previous  year.

It  is  now  felt  that  Justice  should  be  done  to  the 
memory  of  a  great  statesman  and  one  to  whom 
the  Empire  as  a  whole  owes  such  a  debt  of  grati- 
tude. No  personality  in  British  history,  apart 
from  Royalty,  made  such  a  striking  appeal  to  the 
Empire  as  a  whole  In  latter  years  as  that  of  Mr. 
Chamberlain.  He  dominated  the  political  scene 
in  Great  Brjtain  for  a  generation,  and  his  memory 
is  still  treasured  In  many  hearts.  The  lesson  of 
his  life  is  an  Inspiration  in  service,  and  should 
be  taught  in  every  school.  It  is  fitting  that  such 
a  figure  should  be  held  in  perpetual  honor.

Traveling  a  month  In  Russia 
brought  many  experiences  for  Fred 
Spencer,  manager  of  the  General 
Warehouse  Company,  who  J2*nd 
some  things  to  his  liking  and  others 
that  he  did  not  like  at  all.

Archdeacon  Cody  Tells  Story 
Upon  Meeting  an  Old 
Acquaintance 


SAINT  JOHN.  NB..  July  4  0*  — 
Dr.  P.  Buffington  Vrooman.  lec- 
turer and  writer,  now  living  here, 
has  Just  learned  how  he  was  a  fac- 
tor In  averting  possibly  fatal  Illness 
for  Venerable  Archdeacon  H.  A. 
Cody,  of  Saint  John,  when  the  latter 
was  a  young  missionary  In  the 
Yukon.  He  heard  the  story  here  di- 
rectly from  the  archdeacon  at  their 
first  meeting  since  they  became  ac- 
quainted thirty  years  ago. 

The'  Pack  Train  Restaurant  at 
Skagway,  Alaska,  was  crowded  with 
rough  men  en  route  to  the  goldflelds 
and  returning  with  yellow  dust  when 
tha  clergyman.  Journeying  from 
White  Horse  to  Vancouver  for  eye 
treatment,  and  the  cultured  traveler 
Introduced  themselves..  Dr.  Vroo- 
man was  gathering  material  for  a 
thesis  on  the  North. 

BACK  IN  Yl'KON 

During  their  boat'trip  to  Vancou- 
ver they  talked  about  Bishop 
Whipple,  of  Minnesota,  the  great 
Indian  bishop.  That  Winter,  back 
In  the  Yukon,  the  clergyman  re- 
ceived from  Dr.  Vrooman  a  biog- 
raphy of  Bishop  Whipple  entitled 
"Lights  and  Shadows  of  a  Long 
Episcopate."  He  read  the  book  and 
placed  it  with  other  volumes  In  the 
study  of  his  makeshift  rectory  at 
White  Horse. 

Then  duty  took  him  away  from 
the  meagre* comforts  of  White  Horse 
and  with  an  Indian  guide  he  went 
to  remote  Livingston  Creek  to  work 
from  there  T>y  dog  team.  Suffering 
from  privation,  when  he  returned 
to  Livingston  Crrek  altera  particu- 
larly hard  trip  he  became  afflicted 
with  rheumatism.  Medical  treat- 
ment at  White  Horse  was  necessary, 
but»  he  could  not  make  the  long 
Journey  alone. 

The  next  morning,  he  was  In- 
formed, the  first  freighting  team  of 
the  season  would  leave  lor  White 
Horse  in  charge  of  Captain  Peters, 
one  of  the  famous  sourdoughs  of  the 
norlhland.

Banks  S.  Nelson,  a  clever,  irrepress- 
ible Irishman,  whose  reputation  as  a 
perpetual  centre  of  Interest  was  sus- 
tained at  the  recent  Assembly. 

He,  by  the  way,  Is  a  member  of  the 
civic  Board  of  Control  Because  of 
this,  it  came  about  that  the  civic 
welcome  to'the  Assembly  was  given. 
In  the  Mayor's  absence,  by  a  mem- 
ber of  the  visiting  body.  Dr.  Nelson 
was  both  host  and  guest,  two  in  one. 
He  was  equal  to  the  occasion. 

Talcing  the  gavel  from  I>r.  D.  T.  L. 
McKerroll.  last  v-ar's  Moderator. 
Dr.  Malcolm  A.  Campbell  brought  to 
the  chair  a  man  from  the  famous 
county  of  Bruce,  and  minister  for 
the  past  twenty-five  years  of  St.

In  common  with 
other  religious  bodies,  at  least  in 
Canada,  the  Presbyterian  Church 
feels  the  urge  toward  a  renewal  of 
the  Christian  life  of  its  members, 
and  of  a  more  vital  presentation  of 
the  Oospe]  message  Dissatisfac- 
tion was  expressed  with  the  all  too 
prevalent  apathy.  There  was  need 
for  a  revival  of  religion,  It  was 
stressed  once  and-  again 

Criticism  of  the  present  status  of 
church  affairs  resulted  In  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  commission  to  review 
the  church's  life  and  work  The 
falling  off  In  missionary  contribu- 
tions, that  amounted  in  IMS  to  $15.- 
000  was  due,  It  was  claimed,  to  the 
feeling  that  the  church  as  a  whole 
was  not  alive  to  Its  opportunity  and 
w  as  not  bringing  the  Oospel  message 
home  to  the  hearts  of  the  people 

The  prominence  given  by  the  As- 
sembly to  evangelization  Is  in  line 
with  the  concerted  movement  of  the 
four  leading  Canadian  communions 
towards  "the  evangelization  of  Cana- 
dian life."  This  will,  it  Is  expected, 
receive  much  attention  at  the  com- 
ing meeting  of  the  General  Council 
of  the  United  Church  at  Ottawa. 
Nearer  home  It  was  the  motif  of  the 


diocesan  conference  of  the  local  An- 
glicans held  two  months  ago.  in 
wluch  the  late  Bishop  Sehofleld  was 
so  deeply  interested,  as  it  will  be  of 
the  Victoria  United  Church  Presby- 
tery at  it's  October  meeting. 

Here  may  be  inserted  a  sentence 
from  the  deliverance  of  the  retiring 
Moderator.  Speaking  of  the  needs 
of  the  Church.  Dr.  McKerroll  pled 
for  "a  vitalizing,  life-moulding  faith 
in  the  living,  present  and  sovereign 
God.  and  of  being  subdued  and  mas- 
tered by  a  desire  for  His  presence."

LANCIEUX.  France.  July  4  (VP).— Robert  W.  Service,  poet 
of  the  Yukon,  about  whom  little  has  been  heard  for  ten 
years,  reveals  that  he  has  been  working  on  a  new  set.  of 
ballads  to  enliven  parties  formerly  entertained  by  his  "Shooting 
of  Dan  McGrew."  "I  hope,  in  spite  of  my  profound  aversion 
to  work,"  he  said,  "to  finish  and  publish  this  Fall  my  'Bath- 
tub Ballads'." 


A  sample  chorus,  disclosed  by  Mr. 
Service,  goes  like  this:

swim,  tramp,  ride  a  motor  bike,  play 
the  accordion,  compose  and  Mm?  my 
-own   songs   and   generally  amuse 
myself,"  he  said. 


This  he  does  either  at  his  coun- 
try home  in  the  Brittany  seacoast 
town  of  Lancieux,  near  St.  Brleuc, 
where  he  .spends  the  Summer,  or 
on  the  Riviera,  where  he  has  a 
Winter  home  at  Nice,  and  often 
goes  to  Monte  Carlo. 

He  has  lived  in  France  for  nearly 
twenty-five  years,  after  an  early 
life  of  wandering  and  many  Jobs,  up 
and  down  the  Pacific  Coast  of  the 
United  States  >nrl  Canada  Asked 
what  were  some  of  the  occupations, 
Service  said:

Minister  of  Fi- 
nance, and  Hon.  E.  D.  Euler,  Minister 
of  Trade  and  Commerce,  told  news- 
papermen today  they  were  in  Oreat 
Britain  to  talk  trader  . 

•'We  are  here  to  talk  trade  with 
one  of  our  best  customers,"  said  Mr. 
Dunning  in  the  interview,  given  at 
Canada  House.  A  large  group  of

The  Minister  of  Trade  and  Com- 
merce said  of  the  trade  agreement 
between  Canada  and  the  United 
States  that  It  had  to  be  drafted  in 
the  light  of  existing  agreements  be- 
tween Canada  and  Oreat  Britain 
He  said  scrupulous  care  was  taken 
to  fulfill  all  obligations  both  m  let- 
ter and  in  spirit.

I  do  not  know  how  high  an  au- 
thority Mr.  Hill  is,  but  if  he  really 
believes  that  the  2.000  millions  of 
pounds  of  bank  deposits  In  his 
country  consists  of  gold,  silver  and 
copper  coins,  and  paper  money,  he 
l.s  a  very  naive  Englishman  indeed. 

According  to  Mr.  Hartley  Withers,

In  the  final  result  the 
Canadian  Bank  of  Commerce  would 
give  the  Bank  of  Montreal  a  draft 
on  the  Bank'  of  Canada  for  $1,000 
Then  the  Canadian  Bank  of  Com- 
merce would  show  $1,000  more  in 
loans  and  $1,000   less  m  deposits 
with  the  Banks  of  Canada  (which  is 
the  equivalent  of  cash),  while  the 
Bank  of  Montreal  has  $1,000  more  in 
deposits  <the  automobile  company's 
balance    having   "increased  that 
much)  and  $1,000  more  in  deposits 
with  the  Bank  of  Canada.  Total  de- 
posits in  Canadian  banks  have  in- 
creased by  $1,000,  the  increased  bal- 
ance ui  the  automobile  company  ac- 
count being  the  cause  of  the  growth. 

Of  course  the  automobile  company- 
may  proceed  to  draw  out  actual 
cash  in  the  form  of  bank,  notes  and 
BAttr  mWh  which  to  pay  wages,  and 

to  that  extent  the  total  deposits  In 
the  country  woujd  be  decreased.  But 

even  so,  this  cash  would  soon  lind 
its  way  back  to  the  banles  through 
the  deposits  of  various  retail  mer- 
chants—in  fact  Tlie  Colonist  would 
no  doubt  collect  some  of  it  in  sub- 
scriptions and  deposit  It  in  their 
bank.

This  year  the  for- 
eign cars  carried  11,170  passengers, 
as  against  7,419  of  a  year  ago. 

In  addition,  customs  authorities 
handled  this  year  1,578  Canadian 
automobiles,  as  compared-  with  1,382 
in  1935.  an  Increase  of  14  per  cent. 

Foreign  cars  visiting  the  city  dur- 
ing 1934  and  1935  showed  an  In- 
crease of  79  per  cent  compared  with 
2  per  cent  for  Vancouver  during  the 
same  two-vear  period.

It  is  quite  right  that  medical 
opinion  should  change  with  Increas- 
ing knowledge;  otherwise  there 
would  never  be  any  progress.  This 
ls  said  by  way  of  explaining  why 
we  now  consider  tuberculosis  in 
childhood  as  being  curable  when  a 
decade  ago  it  was  generally  consid- 
ered to  be  fatal. 

Tills  change  of  opinion  has  come 
about  because,  through  the  use  of 
tuberculin  tests  and  the  X-ray  film, 
it  has  been  possible  to  make  an  early 
diagnosis  of  tuberculous  infection. 
The  outlook  for  the  tuberculous,  old 
and  young,  is  bad  IX  the  diagnosis 
is  not  made  until  the  patient  is  ob- 
viously IH,  with  cough,  night  sweats, 
loss  of  weight,  and  so  forth.  Belo.j 
the  wide  use  of  tuberculin  tests  and 
the  X-ray.  all  cases  were  diagnosed 
in  the  late  stages  of  the  disease. 

The  experience  of  recent  years 
has  fumbled  very  satisfactory  proof 
that  tuberculosis  in  children  is  cur- 
able, provided  that  the  infection  ls 
recognized  early  and  that  the  child 
is  removed  from  any  further  con- 
tact with  the  disease.  If  the  child  is 
.subjected  to  further  reinfection 
tluough  continued  contact  with  a 
mberculous  person,  the  outlook  is 
bad. 

The  tuberculin  test  is  a  simple 
-km  test.  The  te.st  Is  valuable  be- 
cause, when  positive,  it  tellk  us  that 
the  person  lias  b.^x  infected  with 
the  germs  of  tuberculosis. '  It  does 
not  mean  that  the  personl  has  the 
dlMMt,  nor  does  It  measure  the 
se\erlty  of  the  disease  if  pfesent. 

The  child  who  has  in  his  body 
the  kciiils  of  tuberculosis  must  have 
n M cived  them  from  some  one  of  his 
raiher  limited  intimate  contacts,  us- 
ually an  adult  If  he  be  an  infant, 
the  mother,  or  someone  else  who 
cares  for  him.  would  be  suspected. 
In  older  children,  the  circle  would 
be  enlarged  to  embrace  boarders  or 
servants,  or  friends  and  relatives 
who  visit  the  home  frequently  or  in 
whose  homes  the  child  ls  a  regular 
visitor. 

Following  up  positive  tuberculosis 
tests  on  children  ls  of  great  value 
in  finding  unsuspected  open  tuber- 
culosis in  adults.  The  importance 
of  tins  to  th?  child  is  that  his  sep- 
aration from  the  source  of  infection 
cannot  take  place  until  the  source 
of  infection  ls  found 

The  outlook  for. children,  as  re- 
gards tuberculosis,  depends  upon 
how  successful  we  are  in  finding 
unsuspected  sources  of  tuberculosis 
infection  4ind  then,  ni  securing  the 
prompt  separation  of  fhe  child  from 
the  source.  This  meant  that  thjc 
case  is  removed  to  sanatorium,  or 
else  that  the  child  Is  removed  from 
the  home  if  the  source  Is  within  the 
family.

TORONTO,  July  4  (f/i— Although 
mid-Summer  is  almost  upon  us, 
trading  in  the  mining  shares  con- 
tinues much  heavier  than  normal 
holiday  season  volume  on  Toronto* 
Mining  Exchange,  and  traders  are 
wondering  whether  the  market  is 
still  running  on  the  momentum 
created  by  the  May  and  early  June 
spurt  or  is  warming  up  for  another 
advance. 

Top  prices  for  the  gold  group  were 
recorded  on  June  11,  and  since  that 
date  the  exchange  index  dropped 
6  24.  or  about  4  per  cent,  while  other 
mining  section  groups  have  held 
steady  on  slow  turnover.  The  re- 
action was  a  normal,  almost  inev- 
itable development  and  could  go 
further  without  appearing  to  re- 
verse the  upward  trend.  Whether 
the  reaction  from  the  June  high 
has  run  its  course  remains  for  the 
market  to  decide. 

Current  volume  around  1.000,000 
shares  daily  Just  about  trebles  the 
turnover  in  the  corresponding 
period  of  1935,  Indicating  buying 
power  continues  at  high  voltage. 
The  present  week  was  broken  by 
two  holidays,  always  a  retarding  in- 
fluence on  trading. 

INDUSTRIALS  QL'IET 

The  Toronto  Industrial  section  re- 
mains quiet,  but  with  the  generally 
firm  undertone  that  has  ruled  for 
two  months.  Periodic  flare-ups  in 
some  of  the  oils,  utilities  and  Inter- 
national Nickel  have  helped  volume 
lor  a  day  or  two  at  a  time,  but  these 
flurries  have  flattened  out,  leaving 
the  market  to  resume  its  drab  per- 
formance.

Company  Developing  Radium 
Property  With  Increased 
Tonnage  Being  Handled 

TORONTO.  July  4  Net  profit 
of  $138,573*  for  the  year  ended  De- 
cember 31.  1935.  is  reported  by  El- 
dorado Gold  Mines,  Limited,  in  the 
ninth  annual  statement  made  public 
today  The  Income,  thereforei  was 
between  four  and  five  cents  a  share 

Sales  for  the  year  were  given  at 
$422  027  and  miscellaneous  revenue 
at  $2,447.  against  which  la  placed 
operating  expenditure  of  $393,633, 
leaving  a  credit  balance  of  $30  841.

SUPPLEMENTARY  REPORT 

Accompanying  the  annual  report 
is  a  supplementary  statement  deal- 
ing with  operations  In  the  first  five 
months  of  1936  at  the  Port  Hope 
radium  plant  and  developments  at 
the  mine.  Recovery  of  radium, 
uranium  and  silver  in  the  five 
months  amounted  to  $285,000.  New 
building  is  going  forward  at  Port 
Hope  with  a  view  to  expansion  of 
operations.

Substantial 
Increase  In  the  flow  of  wheat  into 
export  channel*  followed  in  the 
wake  of  wilting  crops  in  Western 
Canada  and  the  United  States  and 
generally  lower  yields  in  European 
countries.

MOISTURE  IS  NEEDED 

Crop  reports  Friday  further  di- 
minished chances  of  general  returns 
on  grain  seeded  In  the  Spring.  Wide- 
spread dearth  of  moisture  reduced 
stands  in  some  sections  of  the 
Southern  Prairie  belt  to  thin,  ahort 
straw  and  values  leaped  ahead  to 
within  1-8  of  the  5-cent  limit  placed 
In  effect  at  the  day's  opening. 

Acting  notably  as  a  bullish  mar- 
ket influence  were  reports  from  the 
United  States  domestic  Spring 
wheat  areas  of  scorching  heat  that 
damaged  crops  beyond  any  help. 
What  beneficial  effect  rainfall 
would  accomplish  remained  proble- 
matical. 

Clearances  from  Pacific  and  At- 
lantic ports  during  the  week  boosted 
total  shipments  to  6.120.759  bushels 
—an  increase  of  more  than  2,225,000 
bushels  above  figures  for  the  previ- 
ous week.

At  this  time  of  year  many  of  us 
are  taking  long  notor  trips  and  may 
Journey  far  from  beaten  paths.  A 
!  few  health  hint,;  may  be  appropri- 
ate    Carry  a  first  aid  kit  In  your 
!  car. 


One  never 


knows  when  It  will 
be  needed  to  jskva  a  life— perhaps 
your  own  Thlfi  should  contain  at 
least  a  recognUted  disinfectant  for 
wounds,  sterile  gauze,  cotton  ban- 
dages, adhesive  and  a  twist  of  heavy 
cord  for  applying  ImprovUed  splints. 

Keep  dark  glasses  In  the  car.  They 
will  save  much  eye  fatigue,  a  split- 
ting headache  and  perhaps  a  spoiled 
day. 

In  long  drives,  rest  ten  minutes 
every  hour.    Change  drivers  every 
hour,  if  more  than  one  can  drive. 
Be  eternally  vigilant  against  Insldl- 
:  ous  drowsiness. 

Maintain  good  ventilation  despite 
dust  or  rain.  Unsuspected  carbon 
monoxide  poisoning  has  caused 
many  fatalities  Because  of  the 
outward- direction  of  so-called  "no 
draught  ventilation ."  other  windows 
should  be  open  -o  minimise  the 
drawing  In  of  monoxide  charged  air 
from  below. 

Carry  thermos  or  other  containers 
with  your,  water  supply  for  occa- 
sional meals  This  Ls  safer  than 
|  dipping  the  water  from  wayside 
streams,  no  matter  how  sparkling 
they  appear 

Unless  quite  sure  of  vour  drinking 
water.  It  should  be  boiled  before  use 
or  sterLJlied  with  the  chlorine  drop 
outfits  now  available  from  depart- 
ments of  health. 

Outside  of  large  centres — and  not 
always  there  either— It  is  uncom- 
mon as  yet  to  find  milk  pasteurized. 
Ask  If  the  cows  are  tuberculin  tested 
Moreover  to  minimize  the  danger  of 
acute  dysentery  'cholera  Infantum', 
milk  should  not  be  given  to  small 


children  unless  it  is  absolutely  fresh, 
or  has  been  brought  almost  to  the 
boiling  point 

Unless  you  know  the  source  of  the 
ice.  do  not  put  it  directly  into  liquid 
refreshments. 

In  addition  to  the  Ar*l  aid  kit. 
carry  a  few  handy  medicines  along: 
soda-mint  tablets,  your  favorite  lax- 
ative; acetyl -salicylic  add  tablets 
for  headache;  10  per  cent  ne-o-wlvol 
or  argyrol  for  Inflamed  eye*  or  s 
cold  in  the  head;  an  eye  dropper, 
rubbing  alcohol,  sunburn  applica- 
tions, spray  and  solution  for  ward- 
ing off  monqultoas. 

If  sickness  come*  on  when  travel- 
ing. It  ls  but  natural  to  endeavor  to 
"push  on"  for  home  or  familiar  des- 
tination. Sometimes  this  may  mean 
dangerous  delay,  and  it  la  much 
safer  to  consult  a  local  doctor,  even 
though  a  stranger,  than  to  waste 
precious  hours.  The  local  public 
hospital  could  submit  a  list  of  com- 
petent doctor*  for  your  choice.

Battle  for  the  Ridge 

•-J-HE  battle  for  the  rapture  of  Vimy 
by  Uie  Canadians  was  one  ol 


the  most  important  of  the  Western  offen- 
sive of  1917.  The  Times  History  of  the 
War  says:  »  • 

"On  Sunday  night  the  wind  shifted  to 
the  West  and  at  3  a.m.  Eajrrer  Monday. 
April  9.  the  sky  was  full  #drlvlng  clouds. 
A  bitter  wind  was  blowing,  and  shortly 
after  4  a  m  a  light  drizzle  began  to  fall 
and  the  wind  Increased  In  force.  It  was 
obviously  going  to  be  a  bad  day  for  aerial 
observation  Before  flam,  the  drizzle  b« 
came  a  storm,  later  a  snowstorm,  but  it 
was  blowing  in  the  enemy's  faces  The 
weather  was  not  altogether  unfavorable 
for  Haig's  plana. 

'Over  a  year  arid  a  half  had  passed 
since  the  last  great  struggle  for  the  rim 
dominating  the  plains  of  the  ScheldT  hail 
t.iken  pjaee  The  Germans  had  then  man- 
to  retain  their  hold  on  It.  It  was  soon 


to  be  seen  whether  they  would  be* able  to

ARTICLE  III 
Buying  a  Dog 

BEFORE  purchasing  a  dog.  there  are  two 
basic  questions  to  be  definitely  settled. 
The  first:  What  breed,  to  get.  and  sec- 
ondly, for  what  purpose  does  one  desire  a  dog? 
The  last,  being  more  easily  answered.  I  shall 
deal  with  first.  People  usually  want  a  dog 
for  a  pet,  or  as  I  prefer  to  think  of  a  dog.  as 
a  "pal,"  or  as  a  watchdog  or  guard  Inci- 
dentally a  dog  around  the  house  is  about  the 
best  kind  of  protection  against  burglars,  and 
many  insurance  companies,  recognizing  this 
fact  make  lower  rates  on  burglary  policies  for 
those  keeping  one  or  more  dogs  tn  the  home 
Generally  speaking,  my  experience  shows  that 
for  the  purpose  of  giving  an  alarm  or  warning 
when  a  stranger  appears,  the  smaller  or  toy 
breeds  are  the  best. 

If  one  Intends  having  the  dog  sleep  in  a 
kennel  outside  the  house,  then  one  of  the 
larger  breeds  should  be  selected,  as  they  are 
somewhat  hardier  and  can  better  withstand 
the  rigor  of  sleeping  outside  And  so.  too.  If 
one  wants  a  dog  which  will  engage,  if  neces- 
sary in  actual  physical  defence  of  life  or  prop- 
erty. A  baby,  by  its  lusty  crying,  might  arouse 
the  household  and  thus  prevent  the  execution 
of  a  robbery',  but  no  one  would  rely  upon  the 
ability  of  the  infant  to  actually  catch  or  hold 
a  thief.

Nor  does  every  person 
understand  what  every  dog  breeder  knows,  that 
each  Individual  of  each  breed  is  in  some  meas- 
ure different  from  its  brothers  and  sisters.

shyness,  irritability  or  stubbornness,  or  of 
course  any  puy*u.ai  iU!«-.  :  ,  one  cannot  go  (ar 
wrong.  Apart  from  the  general  characteristics 
of  The  "various  breeds,  such  as  some  being  more 
inclined  to  be  more  -one-man  than  others, 
etc.  there  is  the  important  question  of  the 
physical  difference*

One  should  also  remember  that,  'he  larger 
the  breed,  the  more  the  dog  will  require  to  e»t. 


the  more  exercise  It  will  need,  and  the  more 
room  it  will  take  up  In  the  house,  or  the  larger 
must  be  kennel  or  dog  house.  Do  not  Imagine 
that  because  a  Pomeranian  will  thrive  on  a  few 
ounce*  of  food  a  day  and  the  exercise  of  trot- 
Ung  a  few  blocks  dally,  that  a  Great  Dane  will! 

Now  come*  the  question  as  to  how  one  may 
be. -nine  sufficiently  familiar  with  the  charac- 
teristics of  the  various  breeds  so  a*  to  be  able 
to  make  a  wise  and  satisfactory  selection. 
There  exist  two  means.  First,  by  consultation 
with  those  who  know  and  understand  dogs, 
and  secondly,  by  the  study  of  books  on  the 
subject  Many  such  can  be  found  In  the  larger 
libraries,  a*  for  tnatanc*.  "Purebred  Dogs." 
published  officially  by  the  American  Kennel 
Club  and  containing  not  only  a  picture  of  the 
dog  considered  most  typical  of  each  breed,  but 
a  description  of  all  breeds  now  recognised  In 
this  country  and  the  standard  and  acala  of 
points  for  each 

In  every  community  are  men  and  women 
who  know  dogs  and  who  will  gladly  give  of 
their  knowledge  But  no  one  ahould  overlook 
the  tendency  of  most  owner*  and  breeders  to 
hold  his  or  her  particular  breed  better  than  all 
others. 

Broadly  speaking.  I  believe  in  dealing  directly 
with  an  established  and  reputable  breeder.  A* 
the  best  method  of  purchasing  an  automobile 
i*  to  go  directly  to  an  authorized  agency  of  the 
make  of  ear  one  wlahe*  to  get.  so  I  believe  the 
breeder  of  tht  type  of  dog  one  want*  to  buy  I* 
the  proper  person  with  whom  to  deal.  A  let- 
ter addressed  to  the  American  Kennel  Club, 
221  Fourth  Avenue.  New  York,  N  Y  .  for  a  Hat 
of  reliable  breeders  also  will  bring  Information 
on  the  subject. 

The  other  thing  to  bear  In  mind  is  that  there 
i«  only  one  effective  way  of  being  sur*  that  the 
dog  we  Intend  buying  l«  what  It  la  claimed  to 
be.  That  is  by  inslsUng  upon  the  seller  fur- 
nishing evidence  that  the  animal  has  been 
registered  already  a*  a  puppy  in  the  American 
Kennel  Club  Stud  Book,  or  1*  eligible  for  regu- 
lation This  la  absolute  and  Anal  proof  that 
the  dog  is  really  a  purebred  specimen  of  the 
breed  lie  t*  said  to  belong  to.

TIE  hill*  of  Kamloops  are  left  behind: 
Peter  and  Paul  with  their  huge  bulk 
tinted  green  and  purple  this  morning 
of  early  Summer  freah  with  recent  showeri.. 
The  train  slips  away  north  and  almost^  by 
magic  the  dry  belt  physiography  of  the  South 
Thompson  la  replaced  by  the  humid  vegeta- 
tion of  the  North  river.  Not  only  the  recently- 
flooded  valley  but  the  hillsides  show  the  effects 
of  at  least  a  moderate  rainfall.  On  the  left 
the  river  swirl*  and  eddies  along  it*  channel. 
Little  farm*  are  passed,  often  isolated  like  a 
"lodge  In  some  vast  wilderness."  Wayside  sta- 
tion* here  a*  elsewhere  bear  curious  names, 
curious  not  In  their  separatenea*  but  In  their 
association.  Black  Pool  in  sound  suggesting 
Lancashire  sand*  and  myriad  holiday-makers, 
Avola  some  spot  of  perpetual  Summer,  Cotton- 
wood Flat*  the  pages  of  Bret  Harte.  Our 
Journey  is  broken  at  Blue  River,  where 
through  the  driving  cloud*  glimpses  are  caught 
of  dark  mountain  peaks.  The  pretty  little 
village  Is  built  on  gravel  beds,  where  aspen 
poplar  and  lodgepole  pine  are  broken  by  open 
spaces  where  the  dogbane  ha*  richer  color  in 
it*  bell-Uke  flowers  than  usual  and  where  the 
air  Is  *weet  with  the  acent  of  wild  roses. 

Next  day  we  are  off  again.  The  mountain* 
are  becoming  more  apparent  a&  we  pass  the 
Pyramid  Falls  with  their  spreading  triangle 
of  seething  water.  Mount  Robson  is  com- 
pletely hidden  except  near  the  base,  but  at 
Red  Pass  the  tawny  mountain  ridges  rise 
clearly.  Our  old  friend  the  Fraser  Is  here  not 
far  from  1U  source  as  it  runs  westward  to  meet 
the  Nechako  at  Prince  George.  A*  we  pro- 
reed  the  Rockies  open  out  about  us  until  at 
Jasper  the  panorama  extends  in  its  fullness. 
South  and  west  rise  the  distinctly  stratified 
mountain*  crowned  by  Mount  Edith  Cavell, 
from  which  have  come  the  innumerable  boul- 
ders of  quartzite  which  distinguish  Jasper 
both  as  to  it*  foundation  and  the  character 
of  its  chief  buildings.  One  building  ^n  the 
main  street  Is  being  faced  with  the  red  and 
pink  varieties.  The  quartzltes  are  ancient 
sandstones  which  have  become  so  permeated 
by  secondary  silica  that  although  the  original 
grams  of  sand  are  distinctly  visible  they  are 
bound  together  so  a*  to  form  a  perfectly 
homogeneous  rock  breaking  with  the  con- 
choldal  fracturx^ol  a-fllnL  Out  on  the  open 
country  of  Alberta  to  the  east  the  Indians 
quite  commonly  used  this  material  for  their 
spear  and  arrow  heads  and  knives.  Just  as 
elsewhere  they  used  flint  or  obsidian.  The 
commonest  kind  is  white  or  pale  yellow,  but 
there  Is  a  wide  range  of,  other  tints  ranging 
from  pale  pink  to  a  deep  purplish  red.  Quartz- 
ite from  it*  extremely  siliceous  nature 
weathers  slowly  Into  a  poor  aoll.  and  In  Jasper 
the  gardens  are  made  of  material*  brought 
from  more  favored  localities. 

The  Mountain  Ridge 

TO  the  east  rise*  a  long  and  lofty  serrated 
mountain  ridge  of  pale  grey  limestone, 
whose  easily  weathered  surface  combined  with 
its  steep  slope*  account*  for  the  obvious  bar- 
renness of  It.  Through  a  gap  In  this  one  of 
the  great  rivers  of  the  Canadian  West  passes 
east,  the  Athabaska  or  "Oreat  River  of  the 
Woods."  as  the  Indians  called  it.  To  look 
down  on  its  waters  as  it  passes  the  town  Is  to 
perceive  the  flow  of  history  across  the  north- 
west land.  Its  turbulent  stream  unites  you 
in  imagination  with    the    fur    hunters  and 


traders,  with  the  explorers  and  discoverers 
who  came  in  the  name  of  trade,  and  with  the 
aboriginal  tribes  and  the  Metis  or  half -races. 

Beyond  the  irts-tinted  lakes  at  Jasper  Lodge 
Is  the  curious  canyon  of  the  Mallgne  River. 
The  attention  it  attract*  from  tourists  sug- 
gests to  a  Victorian  the  question.  Why  don't 
we  make  known  to  our  tourists  the  wonder* 
of  the  Sooke  canyons  and  pot-holes.  In  way* 
at  least  quite  as  remarkable  and  In  some  even 
more  so?  For  the  8ooke  ha*  cut  it*  way 
through  tough  black  basalt,  while  the  Mallgne 
has  a  greatly  softer  material  to  work  on.  to 
wit.  a  limestone,  and  limestone  Is  peculiarly 
susceptible  to  uie  action  of  water,  because 
of  the  graces  of  acid  in  It.  So  that  the  Mallgne 
has  not  only  exerted  It*  physical  force  but 
has  operated  chemically.  At  the  head  of  the 
canyon  is  a  tearoom  and  from  thence  a  path 
follows  the  edge  across  the  grey  rock  and  with 
a  slight  descent.  Rails  defend  the  unwary 
and  rustic  bridges  cross  at  strategic  point* 
where  you  can  look  down  a  hundred  feet  or 
more  and  see  with  each,  successive  one  the 
stream  further  and  further  below.  Oreat  pot- 
holes show  the  combined  energy  of  water  and 
boulders:  some  are  merely  half  excavated  In 
the  canyon  walls,  others  on  ledges  are  com- 
plete It  Is  a  little  early  yet  for  wild  flowers, 
but  there  are  several  species  in  bloom,  Includ- 
ing a  saxifrage,  a  handsome  composite,  an 
amethystine  loco- weed,  and  abundance  of  wild 
roses.  The  harebell.  Scotland's  bluebell,  was 
plentiful  but  not  yet  blooming.  The  woodsla 
embroidered  the  limestone  crevices  and  far 
down  on  inaccessible  ledges  other  ferns  were 
dimly  discernible  in  the  cool  shadows.  Had 
time  permitted,  a  further  descent  to  the  fifth, 
bridge  would  have  shown  the  scarlet  lily  of 
the  plains  In  bloom  There  on  a  previous 
occasion  I  had  .seen  the  Mallgne  Issuing  from 
the  limestone,  a  veritable  underground  river 
such  as  mark  similar  rock  materials  in  the 
English  Pennmes  and  elsewhere. 

Up  the  Hillside 

WE  took  a  short  walk  one  afternoon  up 
the  hillside  behind  the  town,  and  there 
where  the  shales  have  become  changed  into 
slates  and  are  being  crushed  and  overturned 
by  their  own  weight  Just  as  may  be  seen  along 
the  valley  of  the  Goldstream.  where  the  high- 
way traverses  it,  we  came  upon  a  little  spring, 
its  cool  waters  gathered  together  at  one  place 
in  a  little  protected  pool.  By  Its  side  hung 
the  beautiful  bluebells  of  the  martensia  or 
lungwort,  rivaling  In  their  color  the  forget- 
me-not  and  the  speedwell;  and  the  hilLside 
above  and  below  showed  the  moisture"*  Influ- 
ence In  an  unusual  verdancy  and  vigor  of 
growth  On  our  way  we  found  the  lodgepole 
pines  thickly  covered  with  the  dwarf  mistletoe 
peculiar  to  them,  a  little  brownish  yellow  plant 
three  or  four  inches  high. 

The  wild  things  show  the  effect  of  protec- 
tion from  man's  destructive  instincts  in  a  com- 
plete Indifference  to  the  passer''  Fawns  and 
does  and  bucks  with  antlers  still  turgid  with 
the  velvet  of  Spring  feed  quietly  and  unalarm- 
edly  under  the  trembling  shadows  of#  the 
aspens.  A  little  way  out  the  bears,  black  and 
brown,  luxuriate  among  the  delicacies  of  the 
town  "dump,"  and  in  their  feeding  are  more 
civil  than  many  a  strange  dog. 

Up  above  the  town  goe*  the  road  winding 
to  and  fro  in  the  proper  manner  of  mountain 
highways  until  Pyramid  and  Patricia  Lakes 
are  reached;  In  spite  of  the  ruf fling  of  the

evening  breeze  they  show  in  sheltered  places 
some  reflection  -of  the  precipitous  walls  of 
Pyramid  Mountain.  Bladder-fern,  saxifrage 
and  a  pretty  little  sandwort  grow  among  the 
rocks  above  the  wild  rases. 

Next  day  we  bound  westward  and  by  the 
time  we  leave  Red  Pass  our  train  Is  many 
coaches  long,  with  freight  cars  to  complete  it. 
Mount  Robson  Is  magnificently  in  sight,  from 
summit  to  base,  and  as  we  run  northwestward 
along  the  Rocky  Mountain  Trench  we  have 


Wonderful  views  of  mountain  groups,  the 
Rockies  on  our  right  and  the  McLennan  range 
on  our  left.  Prince  George  Is  reached  in  the 
early  morning  hours:  here  the  Fraser  unite* 
with  the  Nechako  from  the  east  and  turn* 
south  Near  Vanderhoof  we  pass  definitely 
into  the  agricultural  and  pastoral  country,  a 
land  of  aspen  poplar,  spruce  and  lodgepole 
pine,  but  also  of  extensive  tracts  of  grass  land 
open  or  very  lightly  wooded.

The  essential  features  of  the  Battle  of  Arras 
ii  .  be  Mild  trv-have  been  the  most  Important 
oflhe  whole  campaign,  and  the  turning  point 
of  the  Great  War  in  favor  of  the  Allied  armie* 
on  the  Western  front. 

The  important  features  were: 

■  1 1  Along  the  whole  twelve  miles  the  strong- 
est possible  German  positions  were  attacked, 
held  and  fortified  for  two  years  by  the  enemy. 

<2>  The  area  Included  the  famous  Vlmy 
Ridge,  of  incalculable  strategic  importance,  and 
already  sanctified  by  some  of  the  bloodiest 
fighting  of  the  war,  where  the  Germans  had 
retained  possession  against  the  most  gallant 
attacks  of  the  French,  a*  well  a*  the  British 
and  Canadians. 

'3)  By  .striking  due  east  from  Arras  the  Al- 
lies, In  effect,  turned  the  northern  end  of  the 
Hindenburg  Line  and  at  that  moment  were  m 
possession  approximated  of  5.000  yards  of  that 
redoubtable  barrier  at  the  northwest  end.  be- 
sides having  pierced  It  at  other  points. 

After  the  Battle 

THE  intensity  of  the  attack  around  Vimy  l* 
best  rleerribed  by  a  member  of  the  Salvage 
Corps  that  went  over  the  ground  very-tehortly 
after  the  advance  was  consolidated.

"Standing  at  an  accidental  spot  In  the  open. 
I  took  the  trouble  to  note  down  the  articles 
that  lay  within  radius  of  perhaps  two  yards  of 
my  feet  They  included  one  of  the  iron  up- 
rights on  which  the  Oermans  string  their 
wires;  some  odd  bits  of  wire  itself;  a  Oerman 
trench  helmet  with  a  bullet  hole  In  it;  a  few 
inches  of  cloth,  presumably  uniform,  an  object 
which,  kicked  up  with  my  toe,  proved  to  be  a 
pair  of  woolen  sock*  rolled  up  a  buckle  with 
an  inch  of  leather,  evidently  part  of  a  belt, 
apparently  Brit,  h  alta  hed,  the  head  of  a 
German  entrenching  shovel;  a  splinter  of 
shell,  some  five  inches  long,  an  unexploded 
Oerman  hand  grenade.  *  table  fork;  two  sand 
bags,  trodden  into  the  earth  and  barely  vis- 
ible, and  a  splinter  of  squared  timber,  about 
three  inches  square,  presumably  aome  part  of 
Oerman  defenaive  work.  Most  of  these  things 
were  only  half  visible,  with  one  end  projecting 
above  ground,  and  all  were  coated  with  dust.

lakes  and  streams  at  Fort  Fraser,  where  the 
Nechako  comes  from  the  south.  Beautiful 
ranges  of  lofty  hill*  stretch  away  to  the  sky- 
line on  each  side,  wuh  open  spaces  alternating 
with  light  timber.  Here  and  there  dark 
purplish  cliffs  stand  out  stark  and  bare 
amongst  the  green.  From  the  train  we  see 
country  gay  with  roses.  Scarlet  columbines 
and  brilliant  patches  of  small  blue  penstemon 
and  lakesldes  covered  with  the  golden  cups 
of  the  pond  lily  diversify  the  scene.

The  Rock  Cuttings 

THE  rock  cuttings  are  not  numerous,  but 
here  and  there  a  glimpse  is  caught  of  dark 
lava-like  rock,  and  there  are  Isolated  hills, 
steep-sided  and  more  or  less  flat-topped  that 
suggest  the  remnants  of  volcanic*  or  intru- 
sive sheets.  At  Telkwa  our  Journey  ends,  a 
pretty  little  riverside  town  at  the  Junction  of 
the  Bulkley  and  the  Monce  Rivers,  the  muddy 
tumbling  waters  of  the  latter  contrasting  with 
the  clearer  ones  of  the  former.  What  appear. 
In  the  absence  of  fossil  time  guides,  to  be 
Cretaceous  sandstones  crop  out  by  the  bridges 
across  the  rivers,  and  in  the  vicinity  a  coal 
mine  la  being  operated.  From  the  front  street 
fine  views  are  to  be  had  of  the  mountain 
ranges.  To  the  southwest  the  mountains  as 
seen  from  Telkwa  are  remarkable  for  their 
combination  of  pyramidal  peaks,  flat-topped 
ridges  and  the  remain*  or 
sloping  flanks. 

A  day  at  Burns  Lake  gives  an  opportunity 
of  examining  some  interesting  rock  exposures 
along  the  railway  to  the  east,  Just  above  the 
shore  of  the  lake.  One  of  these  shows  a  rough 
pale  pink  rock  whose  character  I  cannot  make 
out  with  the  means  at  my  disposal;  the  other 
1*  a  coarse  red  granite  cut  by  a  dark  greenish 
grey  Intrusive.  Along  the  railway  grade  there 
are  boulders  and  fragments  of  a  white  shaly 
rock,  very  light  in  weight,  containing  many 
plant  remains,  chiefly  stems  of  water  plants, 
apparently,  and  leaves  of  deciduous  trees 
Somewhere  in  thi*  country  there  must  be  an- 
cient lake  deposits  of  white  volcanic  ash  or 
dlatomaceous  earth  or  a  mixture  of  both. 

The  mast  extraordinary  thing  about  this  In- 
terior country  of  British  Columbia  is  the  abun- 
dance of  lakes.

ONE  never  tires  of  the  landscape  here  with 
its  background  of  hills.  The  green  and

By  the  rivers 
the  coltonwoods  impart  their  honeyed  per- 
fume In  the  grassier  plac  es  a  en  aniv-white 
wild  pea,  a  purple-blue  vetch  and  the  cut- 
leaved  anemone  grow,  and  by  the  side  of  the 
many  little  brooks  we  find  the  meadow-rue, 
the  stout-stemmed  monks-hood,  and  the  true 
bugbane.  There  is  a  curious  absence  of  native 
buttercups,  their  place  being  taken  try  the 
alien  British  held  one.  at  least  so  far  as  one 
could  see  from  those  found  here  and  there 
At  an  Indian  village  Heur  Fort  Fraser  there 
was  on  each  side  of  the  road  near  the  bridge 
a  magnlflcient  display  of  what  appeared  in 
passing  to  be  this  species. 

Going  through  this  country  two  years  ago 
In  May  my  impression  was  that  there  was 
little  grass,  but  these  June  days  have  shown 
otherwise.  One's  regret  Is  that  the  rich  herb- 
age of  the  Bulkley  and  Fraser  I,ake  country 
is  not  dotted  with  herds.  It  is  a  land  of  great 
possibilities.

A  Born  Mechanic 

WHEN  scarcely  more  than  a  baby.  Alexan- 
der showed  a  love  for  tools.  Hammer 
and  nails  were  playthings  before  he  could  be 
trusted  with  knife  and  saw  and  plane.  He 
learned  to  measure  and  to  draw  in  the  time  he 
could  spare  from  his  lessons.  Once,  while  he 
was  quite  a  little  fellow,  he  asked  his  father 
for  a  printing  press  When  he  was  old  enough 
to  go  to  college  Aleck  had  to  tell  his  father  that 
he  had  made  up  his  mind  to  be  an  engineer, 
not  a  minister.  It  was  a  time  when  great 
things  were  being  done  by  engineers,  and  the 
eighteen-year-old  lad  had  a  passion  for  ma- 
chinery when,  in  1867,  the  family  moved  to 
Edinburgh  Here  Mackay  learned  hts  trade, 
and  taught  for  two  years  that  he  might  have 
money  to  perfect  himself.  To  do  this  he  went 
to  Oermany.  The  young  Scotsman  found  a 
place  in  a  great  engineering  works  in  Berlin. 
Here  he  proved  not  only  a  master  mechanic 
but  a  merry  comrade,  and  made  many  friends. 

The  CjM 

IT  was  while  In  Oermany  that  the  call  to  be 
a  missionary  in  Central  Africa  cfmt  to  the 
ministers  son.  He  was  twenty-seven,  In  the 
prime  of  youth,  fitted  for  a  great  career  In  his 
chosen  profession.  The  world  was  before  htm. 
but  he  chose  to  bring  all  his  gifts  to  carry  the

career  In  his  Not 
s  before  him,  this 
to  carry  the  Mill 


teaching  and  love  of  his  Master.  Christ,  to  the 
black  people  of  a  scarcely  known  country. 

The  party  which  Mackay  Joined  sailed  for 
Zanzibar,  on  tht  eastern  coast  of  Africa,  in 
1876.  Two  years  after,  the  only  white  man  of 
his  party,  he  reached  the  capital  of  Uganda, 
almost  dead  with  sickness,  grief  and  weariness. 

It  would  be  too  sad  a  tale  to  tell  of  the  dan- 
gers and  difficulties  of  that  terrible  Journey 
through  deserts  and  forests  and  swamps  under 
a  burning  sun. 

Wild  beasts,  and  men  almost  as  wild  and 
fierce,  threatened  their  lives.  These  Chris- 
tians, the  Arab  slave  traders  found  out,  taught 
that  men  should  not  be  bought  and  sold,  and 
they  tried  to  turn  the  wild  tribes  against  them. 
In  this  they  were  too  often  successful. 

At  th«  Court  of  Mtesa 

r«  overlord  of  the  savage  tribes  of  Uganda 
was  Mtesa.  The  white  man,  sick  and 
weary  as  he  was,  persuaded  him  and  many  of 
his  people  to  his  teachings.  He  cured  the  sick, 
he  taught  them  to  live  in  clean  houses  and  to 
bury  their  dead  He  built  clean,  comfortable 
dwellings  with  his  own  hands,  and  taught  the 
people  how  to  use  tools  to  build  others,  as  well 
as  roads  and  bridges.  He  learned  their  lan- 
guage and  wrote  it  down  for  ihe  young  people 
to  read  and  write.  He  laughed  with  these 
laughter-loving  pupils,  but  he  showed  them 
that  they  must  work-tliat  Idleness  kills  body 
and  spirit.  Always  he  told  them  of  the  love  of 
the  great  Father  of  all  men  and  of  the  Son 
whom  He  sent  to  be  the  Saviour  of  men. 

r  twelve  years  Mackay  labored  In  Central 
Africa  among  the  people  he  loved.  Often  ill,  l 
always  in  danger,  sometimes  driven  away,  he 
sed  to  go  home  till  death  released  the  gen- 
ii^ but  heroic  spirit  In  his  forty-second  year. 
Nf»t  a  half  century  has  passed,  but  the  seed

Uganda— A  Land  of 
Cotton 

IN  these  da>s  all  eje.s  are  directed  to  Africa, 
that  great  continent  of  which  most  of  us 
know  very  little.   

From  The  Children's  Newspaper,  which  has 
opportunities  of  learning  the  truth  about 
Uganda,  the  following  facts  are  taken  They 
are  worth  thinking  about. 

Cotton  is  the  chief  product  of  this  Afrlcsn 
land  ol  80,000"  square  miles  and  Is  grown  almost 
entirely  by  natives,  for  there  are  not  more  than 
2.000  Europeans  among  the  3.600.000  nativeg.  . 
who  are  still  governed  by  their  own  kings. 

The/  government  of  their  native  peoples  is 
In  every  way  encouraged  by  the  British  au- 
thorities, who  have  in  some  cases  made  trea- 
ties establishing  these  kings  or  chieftains  In 
their  ancient  rights. 

The  native  ruler  of  the  province  of  Buganda 
la' called  His  Highness,  and  governs  with  the 
aid  of  thre1H»ative  ministers  and  an  Assembly, 
which  Is  known  as  the  Lukiko.  Districts  In 
other  provinces  are  ruled  by  native  kings  and 
Lukikos.  and  native  assemblies  deal  with  all 
purely  native  matters,  appeal  being  made  to 
the  British  courts  in  serious  cases  only. 

The  missionary  societies  and  the  British 
Oovernment  have  set  up  a  flne  network  of 
schools,  with  a  University  College  at  Kampala 
for  the  higher  education  of  the  natives. 

Great  Growth 

TODAY  Australia  supplies  much  of  the  wool 
used  in  the  factories  of  Oreat  Britain. 
Beef  and  mutton,  chillrd  or  canned,  are  sent 
from  the  continent  To"  many  countries  But- 
ter and  cheese  are  expor^d  In  larve  rjnirr-^wir- 
Before  the  invention  of  the  motor  car.  Aus- 
tralian horses  were  famous 

Yet.  when- .in  1788  the  first  British  settlers 
went  to  Australia,  there  wa<  not  a  sjngle  xheep 
or  cow.  or  horse  Th"  all  the  continent  Not  an 
ar-re  of  wheat  or  othrr  grain  had  been  sown 
There  were  none  of  the  vegetable*  grown  in 
England  to  be  found  on  the  continent. 

The  great  flocks,  vast  herds  and  splendid 
wheat  fields  and  vineyards  havo  grown  up  in 
less  than, a  century  and  p  ttf 

A  brave  and  stalwart  British  race  has  trans- 
formed the  empty  continent  to  a  thriving  com- 
monwealth. Our  Australian  couslm-  have  g^»od 
reason-  to  be  pround  of  th^  fruit  of  their  in- 
dustry and  enterprise

Nut  Trees  on  the  Island  I  Chestnut  Has  Distinct  Ornamental  Value  I 
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OF  the  ten  known  species  of  chestnuts, 
three  species  of  tre«  of  true  chestnuU 
are  grown  for  their  nuts.  The  Eu- 
ropean species  (Castanea  satlvaj  is  variously 
known  as  French,  8panlsh.  Italian,  etc.  It 
has  been  extensively  cultivated  in  these  coun- 
tries and  its  nuts  form  an  Important  article 
of  food  for  many  people.  The  sweet  chestnut 
(Castanea  dentata)  Is  native  of  Southern  On- 
tario, and  grows  to  a  large  size,  sometimes  at 
tainlng  a  height  of  ninety  feet, 
species  (Castanea  crenata)  appears  to  be 
quite  hardy,  though  the  flavor  of  the  nut  Is 
Inferior  to  other  species  when  eaten  raw. 
However,  when  cooked  It  is  very  good. 
'  Trees  of  each  of  the  foregoing  species  have 
been  grown  at  this  station  with  varying  suc- 
cess. The  European  chestnut  Is  the  only  one 
of  the  three  that  has  borne  fruit.  At  ten 
years  of  age  twenty-five  pounds  of  nuts  have 
been  taken  from  one  tree.  Burs  are  long  with 
long  branching  spines.  The  nut  Is  larger  than 
that  of  other  species;  shell  dark  brown,  thick, 
tough  and  leathery.  Its  kernel  is  enclosed  In 
a  thin  and  astringent  skin,  the  quality  Is 
variable,  from  astringent  to  moderately  sweet. 

Has  Ornamental  Value 

tree  of  the  European  chestnut  has 
distinct  ornamentalvalue,  and  could  well 
be  considered  In  planting  the  home  grounds. 
The  tree  la  medium  to  large,  with  a  spreading 
though  compact  head;  bark  smooth.  The 
foliage  Is  attractive,  green  on  both  aidi 
abundant,  making  an  excellent  shade  tree,  re-

markably  free  from  insect  pests  and  dlsei 

As  to  why  the  sweet  chestnut  of  America 
and  the  Japanese  species  have  not  fruited  we 
are  at  a  loss  to  explain,  except  possibly  from 
the  standpoint  of  pollination.  In  any  case 
neither  of  these  species  has  the  ornamental 
value  of  the  European 


A  brief  review  of  the  experience*  of  this 
station  with  almonds  may  be  of  interest. 
The  soft-shelled  type,  of  course,  produces  the 
edible  almonds  of  commerce.  Some  twelve 
varieties  of  this  type  were  planted  In  1916  for 
trial.  The  tree  flowers  In  early  season,  some- 
times as  early  as  March  1.  Because  of  this 
early  blooming  habit,  Spring  frosts  have  been 
disastrous  ta/'the  setting  of  fruit.  Under 
favorable  conditions,  a  tree  sometimes  bears 
profusely,  though  the  fruits  may  not  be  large. 
Thirty  pounds  of  fruit  have  been  obtained 
from  a  tree  of  Texas  Prolific.  The  almond  nut 
of  commerce  is  the  pit  or  stone  of  a  peach- 
like  fruit.  The  fleshy  part  Is  not  thick  and 
edible,  as  In  the  peach,  but  thin  and  leathery, 
splitting  at  maturity. 

While  the  flowers  appear  in  early  season,  and 
are  attractive,  the 'almond  has  little  orna- 
mental value.  Its  fruiting  habit  Is  very  un- 
certain, and  there  are  marked  indications  that 
the  tree  itself  is  short-lived.  For  these  and 
other  reasons  the  growing  of  almonds  cannot 
be  recommended,  either  from  the  ornamental 
or  commercial  standpoints. 

Pecans 

OF  the  nut  trees  of  North  America  the 
pecan  ranks  first  in  economic  importance. 
*  -It  la  a  native  of  Southern  United  States  and 
Mexico,  being  most  abundant  in  the  regions 
b<£derlng  on  the  Gulf  of  Mexico.  Plantings 
have  been  made  as  far  north  as  Ontario,  and 
trees  seem  quite,  hardy,  but  the  growing  season 
there  la  not  long  enough  to  produce  ripened 
nuts. 

The  story  of  pecans  at  this  station  is  soon 
told.  Several  trees  of  four  varieties  were 
brought  in  and  planted  In  the  Spring  of  19 16. 
All  the  trees  except  one,  an  Illinois  seedling, 
died  almost  Immediately.  The  surviving  tree 
made  some  growth  year  by  year,  but  remained 
small.  Seventeen  years  from  the  time  of 
planting  this  pecan  was  six  feet  In  height. 
During  this  period  no  fruit  was  borne. 
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Borax  May  Be  Beneficial 
to  Roots  and  Tubers 

THE  use  of  borax  as  a  eorrectlve  for  certain 
plant  disease,  particularly  brown  heart 
of  turnips,  is  now  receiving  considerable  at- 
tention in  Canada.  Findings  of  the  Dominion 
Experimental  Farms  System  show  that  finely 
powdered  borax  applied  directly  In  the  drill 
at  the  rate  of  10  to  15  pounds  per  acre  satis- 
factorily controlled  thl*  Important  tumlp 
disease  on  most  soils.  There  were  few  ex- 
ceptions where  lime  was  heavily  applied  or 
the  soil  was  naturally  highly  alkaline. 

One  of  the  problems  now  causing  some  con- 
cern to  growers  is  the  effect  of  borax  on  suc- 
ceeding crops,  especially  potatoes.  Experi- 
ments conducted  under  field  conditions  have 
shown  that  borax  at  the  rate  of  15  to  20  pounds 
per  acre  Is  not  Injurious  to  potatoes,  wheat, 
oats,  barley  and  timothy.  Findings  In  the 
United  States  and  Scotland  have  shown  that 
borax  at  rates  ranging  from  10  to  20  pounds 
per  acre  are  actually  beneficial  to  potatoes 
on  certain  soils.  Furthermore  potatoes  as  well 
as  turnips  may  suffer  as  a  result  of  a  lack  of 
boron  In  the  soil.  Boron  deficiency  In  the  po- 
tato manifests  Itself  In  the  form  of  a  rolling 
of  the  leaves  similar  In  some  respects  to  the 
virus- produced  leafroll  which  may  be  accom- 
panied Ip  severe  cases  by  dying  of  the  tips  and 


margins  of  the  leave*  and  the  development  of 
dsrk  or  brown  spots  and  streaks  In  the  flesh 
of  the  tuber.  These  symptoms  have  been  ob- 
served on  potatoes  from  time  to  time  on  boron 
deficient  soils. 

Orowers  are  advised  not  to  use  borax,  par- 
ticularly for  the  control  of  potato  ailments 
until  the  remedy  has  been  thoroughly  tested 
on  a  small  scale  on  their  land  It  mould  be 
well  in  thla  connection  to  consult  the  nearest 
Dominion  Plant  Pathological  Laboratory  for 
advice  on  this  matter  Some  of  the  Injury  to 
potatoes  caused  bv  the  use  of  borax  in  the 
pest  was.  It  la  now  believed,  frequently  due  to 
the  method  of  drilling  In  the  borax  and  creat- 
ing a  high  local  concentration  of  the  chemi- 
cal close  to  the  seed  Diece  Instead  of  applying 
the  chemical  several  clays  In  advance  and  al- 
lowing the  borax  to  dissolve  In  the  soil  The 
borax  should  therefore  always  be  applied  three 
or  four  days  prior  to  seeding  In  combination 
with  the  fertilizer  or  alone  mixed  with  fine 
dry  earth  or  lime  to  give  the  small  amount  of 
chemical  bulk  for  easy  handling. 
— X  yellowing  of  the  foliage  of  turnips  and  other 
crops  sometimes  results  from  the  use  of  borax 
but  this  condition  disappears  In  the  course  of 
a  week  or  two  without  causing  any  undue  later 
effects  on  the  crop. 

Increasing  Fruitfulness  by 
Summer  Pruning 

THE  purpose  of  Summer  pruning  fruit  trees 
Is  to  prevent  excessive  wood  production  and 
encourage  the  formation  of  fruit  buds.  This  la 
done  by  pinching  out  the  growing  points. of  the 
side  shoots,  so  preventing  further  extension^, 
and  throwing  the  sap  back  into  basal  buds  If| 
the  pruning  Is  done  too  early,  many  of  these 
dormant  buds  will  start  into  growth,  and  pro- 
duce secondary  laterals,  probably  of  a  rather 
weakly  nature  Naturally,  this  is  undesirable, 
but  It  is  equally  wasteful  to  delay  pruning  too 
long,  for  there  will  then  be  little  chance  of  di- 
verting sap  to  the  bud*,  and  so  strengthening 
t  hem. 

There  are  several  systems  of  Summer  prun- 
ing in  vogue,  and  the  methods  and  times  of 
working  vary  considerably.  One  of  the  oldest 
and  most  widely  practised  methods  la  to  start 
pinching  at  the  end  of  June  or  early  in  July, 
and  carry  on  a  little  at  a  time  un'll  the  middle 
of  August  By  thla  method  the  trees  do  not 
suffer  a  sudden  and  severe  defoliation,  which 
might  cause  a  check  to  growth  It  U  a  system 
which  can  be  applied  to  anyTfuH  trees  that 
produce  their  fruits  on  spurs,  and  la  particularly 
applicable  to  applea  and  pears  It  la  only 
necessary  to  remove  two  or  three  Inches  from 
the  end  of  each  shoot,  and  as  this  is  still  quite 
soft,  the  whole  task  can  usually  be  done  with 
the  fingers  without  necessity  for  using  a  kruje 
or  secateurs. 

Tli*  leading  shoots  »h:ch  are  to  extend  the 
branches  are  left  unpruned  during  the  Sum* 
mer;  only  the  laterals  are  checked  Then  m 
the  Winter  these  side  growths  are  cut  back 
still  further,  so  that  each  la  left  with  only 
two.  or.  at  the  most  three  dormant  Buds,  and 
the  unpruned  leaders  are  shortened  by  about 
one-third. 


Catching  Cane  Beetles  Is 

Industry  in  Australia 

• 

ON  the  Queensland  sugar  cane  plantations 
another  beetling  season  has  recently 
been  completed.  Millions  of  beetle*  were 
caught  and  paid  for  by  the  mills  at  about 
twenty  cents  a  pound,  a  pound  of  beetles  con- 
taining some  200  Insects.  If  unmolested,  the 
Insect*  would  have  laid  their  eggs  at  the  roots 
of  the  cane,  which  hungry  grubs  would  eventu- 
ally have  destroyed. 

When  the  two  to  four-week  season  is  on. 
beetlers  are  recruited  from  the  ranks  of  small 
boys  and  swagmen— the  Australian  equivalent 
of  the  American  hoboes.  Sometime*  whole 
towns  will  turn  out  to  share  In  the  profit*  of 
the  hunt. 

In  the  Herbert  River  district  $16,000  ha* 
been  paid  out  for  one  season's  catch  of  16,- 
000.000  beetle*.  Individual  mills  have  paid 
$4,000  a  week  to  the  beetlers.  The  mills  get 
the  bounty  from  the  cane  growers,  who  must 
pay  a  levy  of  about  three  cents  a  ton  on  their 
crop. 

Work  at  Night 

AS  a  rule  beetlers  work  at  night  and  in 
_.,  pairs.  Their  equipment  consist*  of  a 
sheet,  a  lantern  and  a  hooked  stick  One  of 
the  pair  spreads  the  sheet  beneath  trees  and 
shrubs  where  the  Insects  are  at  home  and 
places  the  lantern  In  the  centre;  the  other 
hook*  his  stick  around  the  overhanging 
branches  and  shakes  vigorously. 

The  disturbed  beetles  fly  out  In  droves,  head 
for-  the  lantern,  collide  against  It,  fall  on 
the  sheet  and  are  transferred  Into  cans  With 
their  spiked  legs  they  cling  tenaciously  to 
the  sheet  and  to  the  catchers  hands,  slowing 
up  hia  work.  To  prevent  this,  some  beetlers 
use  a  tub  of  water  tnsteed,,of  a  sheet;  the 
lantern  is  suspended  on  a  tripod  over  the 
water  and  when  the  insects  fall  they  drown. 

Oood  workers  sverage  ten  pounds  of  bejetles 
a  night— about  $2  worth;  in  exceptional  fases 
they  have  been  known  to  earn  a*  much  a*  $60 
a  week. 

Celery  Needs  Rich  Food 

— t— 

CELERY  Is  ravenous  for  rich  food  It  can 
not  grow  really  well  If  the  soil  Is  not 
liberally  manured  Where  plenty  of  manure 
we*  dug  In.  plain  watering  may  suffice  to  sus- 
tain good  growth  throughout  the  greater  part 
of  the  season  If  liquid  manure  can  be  made 
in  liberal  quantities,  but  not  too  strong,  use  It 
freely  on  any  celery  where  it  Is  known  the 
soil  is  not  really  rich.  Falling  liquids,  sprinkle 
small  quantities  of  a  good  compound  fertilizer 
along  both  side*  of  the  row  of  plant*,  and 
flood  it  in  with  water.  It  is  better  to  repeat 
this  frequently  than  to  give  one  heavy  dose. 

Make  very  sure  that  the  root  run  of  celerv 
is  thoroughly  well  soaked  before  earthing-up 
begins.  It  Is  useless  pouring  water  on  the 
sidee^of  the  banked-up  soil  after  earthing-up. 
becauaKlt  Is  not  the  stalks  of  the  celery  th.it 
want  the  moisture,  but  the  roots  beneath  the 
-plant*.  Some  growers  of  good  celery  insert 
drain  pipes  along  the  trench  at  Intervals,  down 
which  water  may  be  poured.  * 
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Mints  Retain  Their  Popularity

FEW  herbs  have  retained  their  popularity 
throughout  the  centuries  so  unvaryingly 
as  the  mint*.  Curiously  enough.  In 
France,  where  herbs  for  flavoring  are  so  highly 
appreciated,  mints  are  not  at  all  popular.  It 
la  in  Great  Britain  and  America  that  they  are 
so  largely  used.  The  species  and  sub-species 
are  bewildering,  and  the  botanist*  are  not  In 
agreement.  In  fact,  as  Walafred  Strabo  wrote 
m  the  early  ninth  century:  "Mints  I  grow  In 
abundance  and  in  all  Its  varieties.  How  many 
they  are.  I  might  as  well  try  to  count  the 
sparks  from  Vulcan's  furnace  beneath  Etna  " 
That  mints  were  used  In  Biblical  times  is 
evident  from  the  fact  that  the  strict  Pharisees 
paid  tithes  of  this  herb,  also  anise  and  cumin. 
How  long  the  cultivated  mint*  have  been 
grown  in  these  Islands  is  unknown,  but  the 
Romans  would  certainly  have  introduced  a 
herb  they  valued  so  highly.  Mints  are  men- 
tioned In  most  early  English  plant  list*,  and 
Chaucer  refers  to  a  little  path  "of  mintes  full 
and  fennel  greene  "  Formerly  the  mints  were 
used  a*  stewing  herbs.  "The  savour  or  smelle 
of  the  Water  Mint."  says  Oerard,  "rejoyceth 
the  heart  of  man.  for  which  cause  they  use  to 
strew  it  in  chambers  and  places  of  recreation, 
pleasure  and  repose,  and  where  feasts  and 
banquet*  are  made." 

The  mint*  were  alio  used  for  scenting  bath*. 
For  thla  we  have  the  authority  of  Parkinson, 
who.  in  his  "Paradlsus."  states.  "Mintes  are 
oftentimes  used  in  baths,  with  Baulme  and 
other  herbes.  a*  *  helpe  to  comfort  end 
strengthen  the  nerve*  and  sinews  "  Medicin- 
ally the  uses  of  these  herbs  were  msnlfold. 
ranging  from  poultices  for  sores  to  the  bite*  of 
mad  dogs  snd  bee-stings.  Culpeper.  who  lists 
over  thirty  uses  for  mint,  recofnmends  the  use 
of  hot  rose  petals  and  mint  leave*  applied  out- 
wardly for  sleeplessness.  Some  of  the  mints 
were  probably  introduced  into  America  by  the 
Pilgrim  Fathers,  (or  spearmint  figures  in  John 
Josselyns  "  New  England's  Rarities  Discov- 
ered." 

Handsomest  of  Mints 

THE  handsomest  of  the  mints  I*  Mentha 
rotundlfolls.  so  handsome,  in  fact,  that  tt 
well  deserves  a  place  In  any  herbaceous  bor- 
der, for  In  good  soil  It  will  attain  about  six 
feet.  In  flower,  with  its  big  heads  of  pinkish 
white  flowers  and  Its  lovely  leaves,  very  wrin- 
kled above  and  very  wooly  beneath.  It  is  a 
striking  object.  In  poor  soli,  where  It  attains 
about  four  feet,  it  look*  well  with  the  Opium 
Poppy.  For  clumps  of  these  popples,  white, 
royal  purple,  and  reddish  purple,  the  wooly 
foliage  and  spft  flower  heads  of  this  mint  are 
the  perfect  foil.   


This  mlqt  was  evidently  appreciated  bv  the 
monks  of  old.  Tor  no  less  an  authority  than  E. 
Bunyard  says  In  his  catalogue  that  It  Is  the 
only  authentic  mint  for  mtnt  sauce.  I  have 
no_oplnlon  on  the  subject,  because  mint  sauce 
comes  very  nearly  at  the  top  of  the  list  of 
things  I  dislike  most.    Other  members  of  this 


household  appreciate  it,  however,  and  they  tell 
me  that  the  best  mint  sauce  la  that  made  from 
a  mixture  of  this  and  spearmint.  Unlike  spear- 
mint. M.  rotundifolla  is  not  affected  by  rust. 

Spearmint  I  Mentha  splcata  syn  vlrldis)  Is 
the  mint  most  commonly  grown  for  mint  sauce. 
In  northern  parts  it  Is  not  so  susreptible  to 
rust  as  in  the  south.  There  is  no  cure  for  this 
disease  The  usual  method  Is  to  dig  up  and 
burn  the  affected  plants  and  make  a  fresh 
plantation  In  new  soil  at  some  distance  from 
the  original  bed.  The  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
liowever.  advocate  burning  straw  or  some  such 
material  on  an  affected  bed,  choosing  a  fine 
day  in  September  or  early  October.  The  straw 
has  to  be  worked  in  amongst  the  stem*  and 
spread  a  foot  or  so  beyond  the  beds  all  round. 
The  burning  has  to  be  brisk,  not  smouldering. 
Properly  done,  the  underground  stems  are  un- 
injured and  the  old  diseased  stem*  snd  spores 
fallen  on  the  ground  will  be  burnt.  The  Min- 
istry advocate  applying  this  method  to  all 
established  beds  of  mint  every  Autumn. 

Most  Deliciously  Scented 

THE  most  deliciously  scented  of  the  mint* 
Is,  I  think.  M.  citrate,  sometimes  called 
the  Bergamot  mint  It  is  a  valuable  constitu- 
ent of  pot  pourri.  and  it  is  for  this  purpose 
that  It  Is  chiefly  grown  In  gardens.  This  mint 
Is  not  easy  to  get. 

.  Peppermint  <M  piperita)  Is  not  a  very  com- 
mon wild  plant,  but  it  is  largely  grown  com- 
mercially for  oil  of  peppermint  Formerly, 
300  acres  In  the  Mitcham  district  of  Surrey 
were  under  peppermint.  There  are  two  varie- 
ties of  peppermint,  black  peppermint  <M 
peperlt*  var  officinalis)  and  white  peppermint 
1 M.  piperita  var  vulgaris).  Oil  extracted  from 
the  latter  commands  the  higher  price  The 
hlack  variety,  however,  is  the  more  commonly 
grown,  as  it  yields  a  grester  quantity  of  60, 
The  stems  and  leaves  of  "black"  mint  are  a 
dark  purplish  brown,  and  the  stem*  of  "white" 
mint  a  palish  green  and  the  leaves  green. 

All  these  mints  are  useful  for  flavoring,  but 
have  to  be  used  with  discretion.  The  old- 
fashioned  mint  pasty  is  delicious.  This  con- 
sist* of  an  equal  mixture  of  brown  sugar,  finely 
chopped  mint  snd  black  currants,  all  pounded 
together  and  spread  between  two  layers  of 
pastry. 

Our  native  water-mint  <M  aquatica)  should 
be  seen  in  It*  native  haunts,  growing  in  masse* 
by  the  stream  side,  to  appreciate  Its  beauty.  In 
the  garden  I  think  it  look*  out  of  place. 

Tae  two  best  mint*  for  path*  are  Mentha 
requienii  and  pennyroyal.  The  former  u  very 
pleasantly  scented  and,  is  so  close-growing  that 
weeds  stand  no  chance  Pennyroyal  makes  a 
very  glossy  path.  This  mint  has  manv  popular 
names,  and  there  is  a  good  deal  of  Interesting 
lore  connected  with  It. 


Encouraging  Growth  of 
Chrysanthemums  Until 
"Flowering  Starts 

OUTDOOR  chrysanthemums.  In  common 
with  most  plants,  have  suffered  from  the 
recent  spell  of  cold,  wet  weather.  Few  In- 
stance* are  reported  where  actual  lo&se*  have 
occurred,  but  plant*  put  out  towards  the  end 
of  May  have  at  the  moment  of  writing  made 
little  or  no  progress.  In  some  cases  cold 
hsve  stripped  the  bottom  leaves,  while  growth 
has  tended  to  become  hard  and  woody  as  a  re- 
sult of  the  absence  of  growing  weather. 

Adverse  condition*  during  the  early  stages 
cannot  but  have  repercussions  on  the  results 
obtained,  but  between  now  and  flowering  time 
there  Is  much  which  can  be  done  to  encourage 
strong,  healthy  growth,  and  so  ensure  blooms 
of  slse  and  quality. 

Staking  and  Tying 

must  never  be  neglected.  As  experienced 
growers  know  only  too  well,  this  is  a  Job  which 
should  be  seen  to  Just  a*  soon  a*  planting  is 
completed,  but  It  la  difficult  to  convince  some 
novices  as  to  the  dangers  or  allowing  young 
growths  to  blow  about  unsupported  in  high 
winds.  If  this  Job  has  so  far  been  neglected. 
It  should  be  seen  to  without  further  delay. 
Where  the  plants  are  grown  purely  for  garden 
decoration,  a  single  bamboo  to  each  one  will 
suffice,  but  growth  must  on  no  account  be 
looped.  In  tightly  with  one  single  tie.  Each  of 
the  main  stems  retained  should  be  separately 
looped  to  the  cane.  In  this  way  the  natural 
habit  of  the  plant  can  be  preserved,  while  both 


Amateur  Specialist  Is  a 
Valuable  Asset  to  All 
Horticulture 

HE  Is  an  uncommon  individual,  the  ama- 
teur specialist;  of  course,  we  are  refer- 
ring to  the  horticultural  variety,  writes  the 
editor  of  Amateur  Oardenlng.  In**all  proba- 
bility, he  was  quite  an  ordinary  specimen  of 
the  human  race  prior  to  the  day  when  he  first 
took  to  gardening  At  the  beginning,  all  that 
grew  in  gardens  was  adorable,  and  his  over- 
whelming desire  was  to  surround  himself  with 
all  manner  of  plants.  A  start  waa  made  to 
achieve  that  alluring  goal.  and.  allowing  for 
sundry  inevitable  set-backs  and  failures,  com- 
mendable, progress  was  made  in  the  direction 
of  a  garden  of  general  interest.  Then  some- 
thing happened  to  alter  the  whole  trend  of 
future  events. 

In  the  course  of  a  long,  intimate  connection 
with  horticulturists  whose  names  and  achieve- 
ments have  won  far-spread  fame,  we  have  lis- 
tened with  rapt  Interest  to  many  an  account, 
of  how  a  certain  phase  of  horticulture,  or  the 
cult  of  a  particular  plant,  ha*  been  selected  as 
the  object,  of  special  study  and  effort,  and.  In 
many  cases,  we  have  learned  of  ambitions 
realized,  triumphs  scored,  and  successes 
schleved  fsr  beyond  the  most  optimistic, 
dreams  of  the  early  days. 

Famt  and  Success 

HAVINO  asked  no  permits,  we  will  mention 
no  names,  but  we  remember  many  who 
have  started  at  gardening  simply  because  It 
had  a  lure,  and,  for  one  seemingly  strange  rea- 
son or  another,  they  h»ve  struck  out  on  a  line 
of  specialization,  and  [have  gained  fame  and 
success  such  as  can  c^me  only  to  the  excep- 
tional among  the  mult  tude. 

Away  back  before  thi  end  of  the  last  century 
we  knew  a  man  who  had  for  years  grown  dah- 
lias, chrysanthemums  and  pelargonlurruf  with 
what  would  be  rightly  be  termed  norma!  suc- 
cess One  day  he  waa  offered  seeds  of  an 
onion,  and  told  that  If  he  only  had  the  skill  to 
grow  them  a*  they  should  be  grown,  he  would 
produce  the  best  onlofis  ever  seen  He  did 
grow  them  well,  and  the  sensation  his  produce 
caused,  and  the  praise  he  received  made  him 
sacrifice  his  flowers  and  concentrate  on  onion 
growing  The  result  was,  he  set  up  a  series  of 
.achievement*  which  ha*  never  been  surpassed 
by  amateur  or  professions!  growers  since  his 
day. 

Another  dear  old  friend  of  the  writer  had  a 
garden  where  he  grew  sweet  wllllauns,  lark- 
spurs, and  other  simple  and  gay  Mowers  He 
met  a  man  who  was  a  real  florist  of  what  Ig— 
termed  the  old  school  It  was  not  long  before 
our  old  friend  was  induced  to  grow  some  bor- 
der carnations,  and  so  thoroughly  did  he  pur- 
sue his  newly-found  hobby  that  he  rose  to  the  ! 
top  of  the  tree  in  the  carnation  line. 


Hoeing  and  Watering 

FROM  the  very  earliest  stages  onwards  the 
greatest  care  must  be  taken  to  see  that  the 
plant*  are  not  allowed  to  suffer  from  drought 
This  Is  the  more  important  since  border  chrys- 
anthemums are  surface-rooting  subjects,  and, 
therefore,  the  more  liable  to  suffer  ill-effects 
during  hot.  dry  spells  First  and  foremost 
amongst  all  the  methods  of  conserving  soil 
moisture  Is  that  of  hoeing.  From  the  earliest 
stages  onwards,  a  fine  surface  tilth  must  be 
maintained.  It  is  not.  however,  advisable  to 
hoe  too  closely  around  the  plants,  for,  by  so 
doing,  the  delicate  fibrous  root*  Just  below  the 
surface  will  almost  certainly  be  damaged. 
Weeds  growing  close  to  the  mam  stem  are 
best  hand-pulled,  while  It  will  suffice  If  the  soil 
Is  Just  gently  stirred  with  the  fingers  or  a 
sharpened  tally.  Weeds  should  never  appear 
in  a  well -cultivated  plantation,  for  the  simple 
reason  that  hoeing  should  be  performed  with 
sufficient  regularity  to  prevent  their  progress- 
ing beyond  the  seedUng  stag*. 

Despite  all  the  grower  s  efforts,  It  Is  certain 
that  on  some  very  light  and  hungry  soils 
hoeing  will  not  in  Itself  be  sufficient  to  keep 
the  plants  going,  but.  If  resort  must  be  made 
to  the  watering  can,  f  is  essential  to  realize 
that  cold  tap  water,  applied  at  a  tem|>eratuie 
appreciably  lower  than  that  of  the  soil  Itself, 
is  liable  to  do  more  harm  than  good.  Before 
using,  it  must  be  sun  warmed  in  an  outdoor 
tank  or  butt,  or  as  a  last  resort  where  these  are 
not  available,  a  few  buckets  can  be  stood  out- 
doors for  twenty-four  hours  before  applying 

There  is  another  point-light  sprinkling  can 
do  no  possible  good,  sufficient  must  always  be 
given  to  soak  the  soil  thoroughly,  and  the  hoe 
should  then  be  brought  Into  use  to  prevent  the 
surface  soil  from  capping.  Spraying  overhead 
will  also  do  much  to  promote  strong  growth 
during  arid  weather.  Actually  this  Is  also  a 
great  help  in  conserving  aoll  moisture,  for  it 
serves  to  check  the  transpiration  of  sap  through 
the  leave*  of  the  plants.  " 

Much  can.  of  course,  be  done  to  encourage 
vigorous  growth  by  means  of  feeding  but  it 
must  be  realized  that  dosing  the  plant*  In  the 
early  stage*  with  an  over-abundance  of  rich 
food  will  not  have  the  desired  effect  It  is 
only  specimens  in  robust  health  which  are 
capable  of  benefiting  to  the  full  from  addi- 
tional stimulants,  and  exoept  in  cases  where 
just  a  few  plants  prove  very  backward,  the  rule 
of  withholding  extra  food  until  mid-July 
should  be  strictly  adhered  to.  Any  which  are 
obviously  making  no  move  can  ^  glwn 
metering  with  nitrate  of  soda  at  the  rate  of 
MM  ounce  to  two  gallons  of  water.  This  pro. 
vide*  JlM  sufficient  nourishment  to  start  them 
on.  but  must  on  no  account  be  regularly  used 
as  It  will  promote  soft  growth,  which  will  never 
produce  flowers  of  real  quality

br-fclthout  a  second  glance  One  who  stsrted 
bv  growing  cabbages,  big  marrows,  and  long 
beans,  went  on  to  becoming  an  authority  on 
mosses,  and  the  owner  of  a  collection  that  sur- 
prised many  who  considered  themselves  great 
personages  in  the  horticultural  world. 

We  have  knosrn  a  cobbler  who  specialized  in 
stage  auriculas;  a  miner  who  possessed  a  col- 
lection of  choice  orchids,  housed  In  a  three- 
division,  self-built  house  in  a  Tyneslde  back- 
yard Men  whose  memory  we  cherish,  and 
other*  whose  friendship  wa  suit  prise. .  would 
trsvel  far.  and  tire  themselves  to  exhaustion, 
to  find  a  hardy  fern  which  differed  In  cresting, 
or  cutting  of  pinna*  from  anything  they  had 
before. 

Those  who  love  a  garden  and  anything  It 
nay  contain  cannot  always  understand  the 
fervent  seal  of  the  specialist  who  eoncantrstes 
on  one  particular  line,  hut  1st  us  rsmember  U •» 
all-round  excellence  of  British  horticulture  is 
in  >yry  large  measure  due  to  the  amateur  spe- 
riabU  m  different  lines.

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I  and  watch  the  light*  therein,  have  been 
'  praLsed  in  song  and  famed  in  story. 
Longfellow  Immortalized  the  lighthouse,  and 
F.  E.  Weatherly,,  penned  stirring  lines  to  the 
lighthouse  keeper.  But  little  has  been  said, 
sung  or  written  about  the  gallant  band  of  men 
who  man  the  ships  that  carry,  often  through 
storm  and  tempest,  stores  to  the  lighthouse* 
and  food,  clothing  and  necessities  to  the 
keener.  These  vessels  are  officially  termed 
"Lighthouse  Tenders."  and  play  a  most  Im- 
portant part  in  carrying  out  the  Inflexible 
rule  of  the  Lighthouse  Service,  "  The  light 
must  not  go  out."  For  were  they  to  fall  in 
Ihflr  mission,  the  llghtkeepers  would  be  help- 
less and  disaster  and  death  might  result. 

The  personnel  of  the  Canadian  lighthouse 
tenders  fully  appreciate  the  gravity  of  their 
responsibility  and  are  heroic,  to  a  marked 
degree,  in  carrying  out  their  duties.  It  is 
their  proud  boast  that  never  yet  has  a  light 
failed  to  send  forth  its  friendly  beams,  or  a 
fog  horn  its  warning  blasts,  through  failure 
to  land  men  or  supplies  at  the  various  sta- 


I  first  made  the  acquaintance  of  this  arm 
of  the  Marine  Department  during  my  term  of 
office  as  Superintendent  at  H.M.C.  Dockyard 
at  EsqulmaH.  The  ship's  moorings  in  Esqui- 
mau Harbor  had  to  be  lifted,  examined  and 
tested  periodically.  We  had  no  facilities  for 
carrying  out  tills  work,  so  the  Department  of 
Marine  placed  their  lighthouse  tender  Este- 
van  at  our  disposal  and  I  was  so  much  im- 
pressed by  the  initiative  and  skill  displayed 
by  the  officers  and  men  that  I  was  anxious  to 
»ee  more  of  their  work  and  methods. 

During  my  connection  with  the  British  and 
Canadian  navies,  extending  over  forty  years, 
I  had  many  opportunities  of  observing  the 
work  of  the  navy  in  Its  various  functions 
afloat,  I.e..  gunnery,  torpedo,  general  serv  ice, 
Indrographlc  surveying,  fishery  protection, 
etc.  It  was  not  until  I  had  retired  from  the 
Naval  Service  that  I  had  an  opportunity  of 
gratifying  my  wish  to  see  more  of  the  work 
of  the  Estevan.  By  the  courtesy  of  the  De- 
partment of  Marine,  I  was  permitted  to  take 
passage  In  that  ship  during  one  of  her  trips 
•  round  the  lighthouses,  etc.  The  work  was 
interesting  and  varied  beyond  my  expectation 
and  I  saw  seafaring  from  quite  a  different 
angle  to  that  which  I  had  hitherto  been 
accustomed. 

General  History 

THEHE  are  some  318  lighthouses,  fog  sig- 
nals, unwatched  stationary  lights,  light 
buoys,  whistles,  beacons  and  other  aid*  to 
ntvlgatlon  on  the  Pacific  Coast  of  British  Co- 
lumbia. The  lighthouses  are  visited  four  times 
a  year  for  the  delivery  of  stores  for  their 
operation  and  food.  etc..  for  the  staff  The 
tinwatched  lights  buoys  and  beacons  are 
visited  once  a  year  for  the  purpose  of  re- 
plenishing the  illuminating  gas  cylinders, 
painting  and  preservation.  In  addition  to  this 
routine  work,  repairs  are  constantly  needed, 
special  trips  have  to  be  made  to  buoys  and 
b.  aeons  which  may  have  been  demolished  or 
r. imaged  by  storm,  also  special  trips  to  light- 
houses In  ease  of  sickness,  accident  or  emer- 
gency. New  buoys,  beacons  or  leading  marks 
arc  const anfly  being  established  to  meet  the 
d»  mands  of  shipping  Interests.  The  coast  line 
.1  British  Columbia  extends  over  1.500  miles 
and  the  lighthouse  service  is  distributed  all 
over  that  coast  line.  The  lighthouse  tenders 
have  to  grapple  with  all  sorts  of  problems, 
clllng  for  many  sorts  of  craftsmen,  black- 
smiths, carpenters,  engineers,  metal  workers, 
electricians  and  allied  trades.  All  this  work  is 
carried  out  by  four  vessels,  the  largest  of 
which  Is  the  C  O  8.  Estevan.  which  Is  operated 
from  Victoria.  BC;  the  Newlngton,  a  smaller 
vessel .  operated  from  Prince  Rupert,  and  two 
ether  smaller  craft.

A  New  Scheme  to  Assist 
German  Jews  Is  Now 
Being  Worked  Out 

ANEW  plan  to  assist  Oerman  Jews  to  liq- 
uidate their  property  and  to  emigrate  to 
Palestine  la  being  worked  out  by  a  group  of 
Cerman  Jews  in  Palestine. 

The  plan  involves  the  principle  of  endow- 
ment Insurance  policies.  The  property  of 
Oerman  -Jews  would  be  used  as  a  single  pre- 
mium paid  up  pollev  In  favor  of  a  Jewish  Set- 
tlement Bank  which  would  finance  the  set. 
tl.ng  of  Jews  in  Palestine.  The  policy  would 
have  an  Immediate  loan  value,  part  of  which 
would  .be  paid  In  cash  to  the  Oerman  Jew 
owner  and  part  In  debentures  to  the  settle- 
ment institution.   

Three  financial  Institutions  would  need  lobe 
creaTed—  a  Jewish  Settlement  Bank  in  London, 
the  share  capital  of  which  would  be  held  by 
— important  Jewish  associations;  a  Liquidation 
Bank  In  Germany,  the  shares  of  which  would 
he  held  by  thtt  Settlement  Bank;  and  an  In- 
ternational insurance  syndicate  In  which 
British  and  Oerman  Insurance  firms  would 
be  partners. 

Settlement  Banks 

UNDEB  the  plan  any  Oerman  Jew  wishing 
to  emigrate  would  surrender  his  property 
In  exchange  for  a  twentv-year  policy  In  favor 
of  the  Settlement  Bank.  The  property  would 
be  liquidated  by  the  Liquidation  Bank,  the 
'  flight  tax"  in  Oermnny  paid,  and  when  the 
owner  reached  Palestine  he  would  be  paid  !S0 
per  cent  of  his  single  premium  Immediately 
a  id  the  rest  in  twenty-year  debentures. 

It  Is  estimated  that  the  property  surrendered 
would  enable  the  Settlement  Bank  to  hold 
pojuies  totaling  lioooooooo.  which  in-Uwenty 
years  would  be  doubled- 

Oermany  would  benefit  by  the  proceeds  of 
the  flight  tax.  and  also  would  recetve  a  loan  of 
$100  000  000.  derived  frqm  the  liquidation  of 
property,  a  loan  which  she  would  redeem  by 
annual  payments  of  principal  and  Interest  of

OF  all  the  countries  in  the  world  of  any  Im- 
portance. Canada  is  the  most  remiss  of 
all  In  neglected  recognition  of  Its  great  men. 

As  tune  goes  on,  however,  two  names  are 
coming  to  be  better  known— as  well  they  might 
be— for  the  place  they  should  occupy  in  aero- 
nautical history,  a  place  our  people  are  only 
Just  beginning  to  recognize  after  more  than  a 
quarter  of  a  century.  These  men  are  J.  A  D 
McCurdy  and  P.  W.  "Casey"  Baldwin. 

On  August  16.  1934,  I  thrilled  when.  In  the 
presence  of  these  two  men  and  over  3 .000 
other  people  assembled  to  pay  tribute,  a  plaque 
was  unveiled  In  the  courthouse  square  at  Bad- 
deck,  Nova  Scotia,  commemerating  the  twenty- 
fifth  anmversary  of  the  flnst  airplane  flight 
made  in  the  British  Empire,  by  a  Canadian.  J. 
A.  D.  McCurdy.  off  the  ice  near  his  home  at 
Baddeck  The  date,  to  be  exact,  was  Febru- 
ary 23,  1909  The  machine,  then  referred  to 
as  an  "aerodrome,"  was  named  the  Silver  Dart 
—another  name  that  will  go  down  In  history. 
Very  close  to  him  in  that  pioneer  work  was  his 
fellow-engineer,  F.  W.  "Casey"  Baldwin,  also  a 
native  of  Baddeck. 

McCurdy  thus  became  the  first  man  to  fly  an 
airplane  in  the  British  Empire.  Baldwin,  who 
had,  on  March  12  of  the  preceding  year,  flown 
at  Hammondsport.  New  York,  holds  the  dis- 
tinction of  being  the  first  British  subject  to  fly 
an  airplane  anywhere,  and  the  seventh  man  in 
the  world  to  fly  a  heavier-than-alr  machine. 

I  thrilled  again  when  on  June  11.  193fi. 
the  name  Silver    Dart    was   given  officially 


to  the  new  military  aerodrome  at  Petawawa  in 
the  presence  of  high  government  officials  and 
various  representatives  of  the  flying  fraternity. 
For  here  it  was,  in  1909,  that  Baldwin  and  Mc- 
Curdy. with  their  famous  Silver  Dart,  gave  to 
the  British  Empire  its  first  demonstration  of 
aircraft  for  military  purposes.  The  occasion 
was  honored  bv  the  presence  of  Baldwin,  who 
spoke  also  for  McCurdy  In  the  latter*  unavoid- 
able absence. 

Having  completed  over  two  hundred  success- 
ful flights  on  the  Silver  Dart  earlier  in  the 
year— 1909— the  two  pioneer  flyers  caught  the 
ear  of  officialdom,  largely  through  the  person 
of  Major  G.  S.  Maunscll,  Director  of  Engineer- 
ing Services,  who.  more  than  anyone  else  at 
Ottawa,  envisioned  a  future  for  military  avia- 
tion, and  the  result  was  that  late  in  July  of 
that  year  the  Silver  Dart  was  brought  to  Peta- 
wawa. 

Cracked  Up  on  Flight 

EARLY  on  the  morning  of  August  2.  the  Sil- 
ver Dart,  carrying  both  McCurdy  and 
Baldwin,  made  four  successful  flights.  On  the 
fifth  it  cracked  up  when  the  pilot,  dazzled  by 
the  rising  sun,  permitted  one  wheel  to  strike  a 
humnior  k.  i  Having  landed  a  modern  and  very 
fliable  airplane  on  the  same  ground  twenty- 
five  years  later,  and  before,  the  present  aero- 
drome was  developed.  I  can  well  understand 
how  easily  that  could  happen  • 

Of  more  than  passing  Interest  is  the  fact 
that  four  of  those  who  participated  Jft 
the  ceremonies  on  June  17  <  in  addition  to 
Baldwin*    also   witnessed   the  demonstration 


flights  of  twenty-seven  years  ago  Major- 
Oeneral  A.  O.  L.  McNaughton,  then  a  lieuten- 
ant in  a  Montreal  battery,  was  on  the  scene; 
Lieut  -Col.  W.  O.  Hagarty.  now  camp  com- 
mandant at  Petawawa;  Col.  J.  H.  L.  Bogart, 
now  camp  engineer;  and  Sergt. -Major  Crutch- 
ley  were  also  present  during  the  ristoric  trials. 

Crashed  Friday,  13th 

ACTUALLY,  the  story  did  not  end  with  the 
Silver  Dart,  because  a  second  machine, 
known  as  the  Baddeck  No.  1.  was  brought  to 
Petawawa.  It  was  flown  on  August  12,  and 
again  on  the  following  day,  Friday,  the  thir- 
teenth, when  as  one  might  naturally  expect, 
if  at  all  superstitious,  it  came  to  grief. 

Of  those  in  positions  of  higher  military 
authority,  Major  Maunsell  was  practically 
alone  in  his  faith  in  the  airplane  for  military 
uses,  but  his  opinion  was  not  enough.  Had  it

Probably  the  most  important  part  of  the 
equipment  is  the  working  boat  This  Is  a 
Murdy.  very  strongly  built  craft  technically 
known  as  a—surf  boat";  she  has  a  length  of 
twenty -six  feet  three  Inches  and  a  beam  of 
eight  feet  nine  inches,  is  propelled  by  seven 
oars  and.  steered  by  a  twenty-four-foot  oar 
rnitffl  of  the  cu.^tomary  rudder.  Her  carry  - 
lni  capacity,  in  addition  to  the  crew  of  eight 
mesf.  is  from  three  to  five  tons  of  stores, 
actording  to  the  state  of  the  weather  at  the 
time.   

The  Estevan  has  a  complement  of  thirty -six 
officers  and  men.  Captain  H.  R  Bllton  Is  in 
command  and  is  responsible  for  the  safety  of 
tin  ship  and  crew.  Upon  him  rests  the. deci- 
sion to  send  away  the  work  boat,  and  while 
he  Is  cautious  and  most  considerate  of  the 
safety  of  his  men  it  is  an  acknowledged  fact 
that  the  Eslevan's  boat  Is  lowered  under  con- 
ditions which  would  deter  other  ships  outside 
tlu  service  doing  so. 

Normal  Working  Day 

AS^  general  rule  the  ship  is  under  weigh 
by  5  a.m.  Breakfast  is  at  6  30  and  work 
starts  at  7  a  m.  Dinner  is  at  noon  and  work 
is  resumed  at  1  p.m.  Supper  is  at  5  o'clock. 
Knocking  off  time  is  entirely  governed  by  con- 
ditions. *  During  my  trip  it  was  frequently  7 
p  m  before  we  dropped  anchor.  ~ 
When  steaming,  the  work  Is  comprised  of 
ciranlng,  scraping  and  painting  buoys  ready 
for  laying  out  at  the  next  stop,  cleaning  ship, 
assembling  supplies  ready  for  finding  ancTthe 
thousand  and  one  duties  of  ship  life.  Con- 
sidering the  character  of  the  work  carried  out. 
the  ship  is  spotlessly  clean  from  stem  to  stern. 
It  Is  a  pleasure  to  visit  the  engine  room.  This 
riati  ol  affairs  Ls  due  to  Mr.  Harry  Hughes, 
chief  officer,  and  Mr.  Thomas  Morrison,  chief 
engineer,  and  the  pride  in  their  ship  of  the 
men  under  them.  > 

Planting  Buoys 

THE  component  parts  of  a  light  buoy  are  a 
concrete  mooring  block  weighing  from 
four  to  Ave  tons,  the  buoy  Itself  weighing,  in 
some  cases,  fifteen  tons,  and  the  chain  cable 
connecting  the  two.  When  approaching  the 
location  of  the  buoy,  the  mooring  block  ls 
stung  over  the  side  of  the  ship  and  secured 
by  a  slip  hook.  The  cable,  several  hundred 
feet  in  length,  is  then  flaked  over  the  Iron  rail 
or  bulwark,  the  end  near  the  buoy  being 
lashed  to  the  ship's  side  by  stout  rope.  On 
reaching  the  approximate  location,  the  buoy 
is  put  over  the  side  of  the  ship,  and  gives 
lorth  weird  moans  as  the  water  forces  its  way 
up  the  legs  and  through  the  whistle,  culminat- 
ing in  an  agonized  shriek  as  the  point  of 
floatation  is  reached.  The  ship  Is  then 
manoeuvred  into  the  exact  position  required 
and  the  order  "let  go"  is  given.  The  slip  hook 
u  released  by  blow  from  hammer  and  the 
chain  goes  hurtling  over  the  iron  rail  with 
a  tremendous  rattle  and  roar  until  brought 
up  by  the  rope  lashing  near  the  buoy.  This  is 
done  to  prevent  the  weight  of  the  chain  tear- 
ing the  bottom  out  of  the  buoy,  which  it  might 
otherwise  do.  The  lashing  is  then  chopped 
through,  the  rest  of  the  cable  goes  overboard 
and  the  light  and  whistle  begin  their  year's 
MTTtOt  of  warning  and  guidance  to  mariners. 

Lifting  Them  Out 

THE  renovated  and  replenished  buoy  hav- 
ing been  successfully  planted,  it  now  re- 
main^ for  the  buoy  which  has  been  doing 
service  for  twelve  months  to  be  lifted  on  board 
I  he  Estevan.  for  cleaning,  painting  and  re- 
charging for  replacing  at  the  next  station. 
This  Is  one  of  the  many  ticklish  of  many  tick- 
lish jobs  carried  out  Bringing  a  600-ton  roll- 
ing ship  alongside  a  bobbing  fifteen-ton  buoy 
withouT"  injuring  the  buoy,  the  lamp  or  the 
ship  Itself  calls  lor  seamanship  of  a  very  high 
order.   Wind,  tide  surging  of  buoy  and  rolling 


ot  ship  all  have  to  be  considered.  As  soon  as 
contact  Is  made,  ropes  are  thrown  around  the  — 
buoy  and  It  is  brought  alongside  the  ship 
where  it  will  plumb  the  derrick.  Now  comes 
the  most  dangerous  part.  Two  men.  awaiting 
the  opportunity,  jump  from  the  ship  onto  the 
buoy,  clinging  to  the  cage  with  one  arm  and 
leg  they  endeavor  to  attach  the  lifting  hook 
of  the  derrick  to  the  eyebolt  on  the  buoy. 
Foothold  on  the  slippery  curved  surface  of 
the  buoy  ls  prec*u  ious  and  the  swinging  of  the 
huge  derrick  block  makes  it  very  difficult  and  > 
dangerous  to  effect  connection.  The  men 
have  to  be  very  agile  to  escape  being  crushed  0 
between  the  swinging  block  and  the  bobbing 
cvge  carrying  the  light.  Connection  having 
been  made,  the  men  clamber  on  board  again, 
tue  huge  buoy  ls  lifted,  swung  Inward  and 
deposited  on  the  deck.  The  chain  ejityle  Is  then 
lifted  and  brought  aboard  and  finally  the 
mooring  block.  The  buoy  and  upper  part  of 
the  chain  ls  covered  with  a  wonderful  growth 
of  seaweed,  mussels,  barnacles,  and  other 
marine  growth,  which  has  to  be  hacked  off 
and  thrown  overboard  as  quickly  as  possible- 
otherwise  a  disagreeable  odor  would  result.

Landing  Supplies 


LIGHTHOUSES  and  beacons  are  necessarily 
in  very  exposed  positions,  often  open  to  the 
lull  might  of  the  ocean,  and  the  landing  of 
supplies  is  a  difficult  and  gangerous  Job.  At 
most  places  wharfage  and  lifting  facilities 
cannot  be  installed,  and  the  landing  of  sup- 
plies taxes  the  Ingenuity  and  pluck  of  tha 
men  to  the  utmost.  The  surfboat  leaves  the. 
Estevan  ladened  till  the  gunwale  ls  nearly" 
awash.  81x  men  man  the  big  sweeps,  and 
Andy  Couch,  standing  at  the  big  steering 
oar,  is  a  picturesque  figure,  reminding  one  of 
a  Venetian  gondolier  When  about  200  yards 
from  the  rocks,  a  kedge  anchor  is  dropped  and 
the  rope  paid  off  until  the  boat  is  near  enough 
to  permit  the  bowman  leaping  ashore  with  a 
rope,  and  the  other  men  land  as  soon  as  pc 
slole.  Then  the  real  work  begins;  unless  actu- 
ally seen  it  is  Impossible  to  imagine  the  dim  - 
tulty  of  landing  drums  of  oil.  weighing  450 
pounds  from  the  surging,  rolling  boat  on  to 
the  rocks  slippery  with  seaweed  and  other 
marine  growth.  The  most  dangerous  work  Is 
landing  gas  cylinders  weighing  about  800 
pounds,  to  replenish  beacon  lights.  These 
lUhts  are  usually  on  rocky  pinnacles  exposed 
to  the  full  surge  of  the  ocean.  The  cylinders 
are  difficult  enough  to  handle  by  hand  on  a 
wharf;  imagine,  if  you  can.  getting  them  I  m 
the  bobbing  boat  on  to  the  spray  covered  slip- 
pery rocks  and  up  to  the  beacon  often  sixty  to 
eishty  feet  above  high  water. 

The  men  risk  life  and  limb  every  time  tiny 
leave  the  Estevan  on  this  work.  Should  a 
kedge  anchor  drag  or  the  rope  break  the  boat 
would  be  dashed  on  to  the  rocks,  capsized  and 
the  crew  thrown  into  the  boiling,  seething 
surf.  Sad  cases  have  happened,  but  nothing 
sef-ms  to  daunt  the  men  In  my  many  years 
acquaintance  with  the  ns*y,  I  have  never  seen 
such  boat  work  as  Is  the  daily  lot  of  the  men 
In  .the  lighthouse  tenders.

In  the 


Known  to  Soldiers 

HE  la  known  to  thousands  of  French - 
Canadian  soldiers  and  hopes  to  shake 
lianda  with  them  all  during  their  stay  In 
Franoe.  Some  of  them  who  are  coming  over 
owe  their  existence  today  to  his  presence  of 
mind  when  he  took  charge  of  the  evacuation 
of  badly  wounded  Canadian  soldiers  from  the 
vessel  Hesperian,  torpedoed  en  route  lor  Can- 
ada during  the  war. 
His  war-time  experiences  Included: 
Landed  with  the  first  party  of  Canadian 
officers  In  France  In  December,  1914. 

He  was  holding  the  line  with  his  company 
when  the  Hermans  launched  their  first  gas 
attack,  and  through  hla  tenacity  In  holding  on 
deceived  the  Oermans  as  to  the  numbers  of 
defending  troops,  thua  blocking  the  way  to 
Calais. 

He  was  the  last  to  leave  the  Hesperian  with 
the  captain  when  she  was  sunk,  and  the  cap- 
tain aent  a  message  to  Sir  Robert  Borden, 
then  Canadian  Premier,  ascribing  the  safety 
of  the  wounded  to  his  presence  of  mind  and 
extreme  coolness  under  dangerous  conditions. 

He  raised  the  150th  Carablniers  battalion  in 
French  Canada.  When  the  Fifth  Canadian 
division  was  disbanded  in  1917  due  to  heavy 
casualties  and  the  troops  amalgamated  with  the 
other  Canadian  divisions,  all  the  officers  ex- 
cept Col.  Barre  got  staff  jobs.  Barre  Insisted 
In  remaining  in  the  front  line  with  his  bat- 
talion because  he  declared  that  his  place  was 
with  hla  men. 

He  was  the  first  allied  soldier  to  enter  the 
town  of  Valenciennes  towards  the  end  of  the 
war. 


Last  in  fhe  War 

HE  was  in  probably  the  last  engagement 
of  the  World  War  on  the  eastern  front, 
as  with  hi*  battalion  he  captured  the  Belgian 
mining  village  of  MaLson  Rouge  on  the  Lys 
River  on  the  night  preceding  the  armistice. 

Although  he  was  both  wounded  and  gassed, 
he  was  probably  longer  continuously  in  the 
front  lines  than  any  other  Canadian  soldier. 

In  1930,  he  formed  the  French  branch  of 
the  Canadian  Legion  and  knows  personally 
every  Canadian  ex-soldler  In  France.  He  is 
honorary  president  of  the  Legion. 

For  his  exploits  on  the  Hesperian,  when  he 
saved  not  only  all  the  wounded  soldier*  but 


At  the  outbreak  of  war  he  was  In  Edmonton, 
where  he  organized,  with  some  friends,  the 
first  Canadian  machine  gun  sections.  He  and, 
his  friends  not  only  did  the  organizing,  but 
they  paid  for  forty  machine  guns  and  twenty 
armored  cars  which  were  made  in  United 
States.  He  said:  "With  friends  of  mine,  who 
included  8lr  Clifford  Sifton,  we  ordered  from 
the  American  Colt  factory  these  machine  guns 
and  the  armored  cars  from  a  Philadelphia 
Working  day  and  night,  they  were  ready 
in  twenty  days,  and  consequently  it  was 
American  machine  guns  which  shot  down  the 
enemy  when  the  Canadians  first  went  into 
action  on  the  western  front. 

"I  had  already  studied  machine  guns  In  the 
French  army,  as  I  was  born  near  St.  Jean  de 
Luz.  In  the  Basque  country.  I  was  a  major 
In  the  Canadian  army  at  the  outbreak  of  war, 
was  with  the  machine  guns  In  the  Canadian 
army  which  was  the  first  to  create  a  separate, 
machine  gun  corps. 

Held  Up  Enemy 

f  f  ¥  WAS  able  to  devote  my  whole  time  to 
1  thla  army.  The  late  Oeneral  Sir  Arthur 
Currle  supported  me  all  along,  often  arousing 
official  displeasure  when  I  evolved  new  tactic*. 
The  result  was  when  the  Battle  of  Vlmy  Ridge 
was  fought  in  April  and  May,  1917,  the  lessons 
I  learned  at  the  beginning  of  the  war  were 
put  Into  effect  with  such  good  results  that  be- 
fore the  battle  begun,  Canadian  machine  gun- 
ners prevented  food  supplies  coming  to  the 
enemy  In  the  front-line  trenches  for  more 
than  forty-eight  hours. 

"My  machine  gunners  lost  several  hundred 
casualties  on  the  historic  day  of  April  9.  1917. 
but  the  casualties  caused  to  the  enemy  ran 
Into  several  thousands.  The  Oermans  were 
completely  demoralized  and  never  recovered 
during  the  rest  of  the  war  from  the 
they  lost  during  that  battle. 

"I  had  hoped  to  place  some  sixty  machine 
guns  on  motor  cycle  outfits  to  pursue  the  ad- 
vance as  far  as  Lena,  but  due  to  Jfteavy  snow 
and  rain.  It  was  not  possible  to  carry  that  out.

"Since  the  Armistice  I  have  been  greatly 
struck  by  the  esprite  de  corpa  of  those  who 
belong  to  the  machine  gun  units.  So  en- 
thusiastic has  been  their  work  that  today 
Canada  could  put  Into  the  field  a  greater 
number  of  machine  gunners  than  exUted  at 
the  end  of  the  World  War.  Canada  can  well 
be  proud  of  these  men.  and  it  Is  with  pride 
and  friendship  that  1  shall  welcome  them
